One of the architects was here several 
weeks ago and went over the ground 
with the Park Commission and mode 
the necessary surveys, and with the 
photographs and maps of the city 
parks, the work Is being done at their 
office in the East.

New York, Nov. 20.—Smothered be¬ 
fore they could reach the rear Are es¬ 
cape In a burning tenement building at 
186 Troutman street. In the Williams¬ 
burg district of Brooklyn, twelve per¬ 
sons met death shortly before 2 o’clock 
this* morning. 

Two entire families, those of Maranio 
Trlolo and Charles Polognio, are wiped 
out, the last living member of each 
being now In a hospital, with no hope 
of their recovery. They are Charles 
Polognio, thirty-three years old, and 
Tony Trlolo, thirteen years old, both of 
whom are terribly burned. Although, 
in the opinion of the Coroner, all the 
dead were suffocated, the bodies were 
badly burned before they could be 
taken from the ruins by the firemen. 

The burned tenement house Is In the 
center of a row of three-story tene¬ 
ments extending the length of the 
block, and was occupied by Italians. 

• • * . 

Occupants Were Asleep. 


The Are is supposed to have started 
in the cellar of the grocery store of 
Antonio Glambalvos on the ground 
floor. The cellar was stored with in¬ 
flammable material, and the flames 
spread with lightning-like rapidity. All 
the occupants were asleep at the time, 
and there was considerable delay in 
sending In the first alarm. 

The Glambalvos family lived In the 
rear of the store and succeeded in get¬ 
ting out of the building, but before the 
occupants on the two other floors were 
aroused their escape had been cut off. 

Before firemen arrived the fire 

had communicated to the adjoining 
tenement, but here the occupants had 

sufficient warhlng and all escaped.

Firemen Hampered. 


By the burning of a tenement build¬ 
ing In Brooklyn twelve persons were 
smothered to death, and two others 
were so badly burned that they cannot 
survive.

N. C., did damage 
estimated at from 675,000 to 6100,000. 


The work of the firemen was greatly 
hampered for a time by the crowds of 
frightened Italians who filled the 
streets. The tenants in nearly all the 
neighboring buildings dragged their 
household goods out of the buildings, 
and with them blocked the way of the 
Are apparatus. 

All the bodies were found in the rear 
room of the third floor, and It was evi¬ 
dent that alt had been suffocated In 
their effort to reach the fire escape at 
the back of the building. The two that 
were rescued were found In the lower 
hallway soon after the firemen reached 
the scene. Working their way through 
the building, the rescuers discovered 
the heap of dead on the third floor, 
and within a short time succeeded In 
taking out nine bodies, but the last was 
not found until after 8 o'clock this 
morning.

Cries For Wife and Children. 


In his intervals of consciousness 
Polognio cries for his wife and chil¬ 
dren, but the physicians fear the 
knowledge of their death w'outd kill 
him. and have not told him of their 
fate. 

In their investigation as to the ori¬ 
gin of the Are the police have been un¬ 
able to obtain a statement of any kind 
from the neighboring tenants. The 
street about the burned building has 
been crowded with Italians all day. 
but the police report that every one 
questioned regarding the persons burn¬ 
ed or the occupants of the building has 
refused to make any answer. It was 
with great difficulO* that even the 
names of the vlcfftnsScould be obtained. 

The dead are; 4 

The mother and two small children 
of the Polognio family; Maranio Trlolo, 
his wife and three children; Marie Am- 
broslo and her ejgh teen-year-old 
daughter; Mary Gallgnl, eighteen, and 
Lonaria GrosseppI, aged thirty. 

The total loss is estimated at 610.000.

Kansas City. Nov. 20.—Speaking with 
the Associated Press over the long dis¬ 
tance telephone from his home at War- 
reneburg this evening, Senator Francis 
M* Cockrell declined to say whether or 
not he had been offered the Isthmian 
canal commiswionership by President 
Roosevelt or whether he would, accept 
such an api>ointJment if tendered him. 
He would not, he said, in any event 
take any action until he reached 
Washington on November 28,

Senator Oockrell declined to arty 
whether or not the Isthmian' canal 
commissioner Eh Ip would be an agree¬ 
able appointment.

BISHOP CHATARD. OF INDIAN¬ 
APOLIS, IN ROME. 


PONTIFF PRAISES BICYCLE. 


A Member of the Visiting Committee 
Refused Permission To Kiss 
His Foot. 


Rome. Nov. 20.—Bishop Chatard. of 
Indianapolis, was received in private 
audience to-day by Pope Pius X. His 
holiness asked Bishop Chatard about 
the number of communicants and 
priests and the condition of the mis¬ 
sions of the diocese, and expressed 
pleasure when told that the work there 
was sufficient to keep both Bishop Cha¬ 
tard and Auxiliary Bishop O'Donaghue 
busy. At the conclusion of the audi¬ 
ence the Pope extended the apostolic 
benediction to all the faithful of the 
diocese. 

The Pope to-day received a commit¬ 
tee from Lucca. Learning that tw*o of 
the members of the committee came to 
Rome on bicycles, he congratulated 
them, adding: "I forbade priests to 
ride the bicycle; but were I young 
again I would gladly use the bicycle, 
as. when I was a boy for four years 
I walked daily tw*elve miles In all kinds 
of weather, sun or rain, to go to school. 
If I had had a bicycle I would have 
saved time and strength." 

His holiness added. Jokingly: "Don’t 
bicycle too much; you might damage 
the Interest of the railways." 

One of the members of the committee 
having expressed a wish to kiss his 
foot, the Pope said. "No, It is ill."

SEVERE FIRE AT ASHEVILLE. 

Damage To the Extent of Nearly 
$100,000 Suffered. 

Asheville. N. C.. Nov. 20.—Fire which 
broke out at 10:20 o'clock to-night has 
wrought damage totaling between $75,- 
000 and 6100,000. and the loss may be 
further swelled before the flames are 
brought under complete control, al¬ 
though the geographical locution of the 
burned buildings is such that only two 
or three others In their vicinity could 
suffer. 

Th“ principal losers are the Theobold 
Candy Company, building and stock de¬ 
stroyed; the Asheville Music Company 
and Bender’s hair dressing establish¬ 
ment. 

The Asheville Citizen, a morning 
newspaper, caught twdee. but Was 
saved. All the burned buildings are lo¬ 
cated on Patton avenue. The losses are’ 
partially Insured. 

A COAL STEAMER BURNED; 
CREW SUFFERS HARDSHIPS 


New York. Nov. 20.—Capt. Van Wlck- 
len, of the Long Beach Long Intend 
life saving station, reports that th® 
British steamship Sicilian Prince, from 
Marseilles. Naples and Palermo for 
New York, with 612 persons aboard, 
went ashore at 3 o’clock this morning 
About half a mile west of the life suv- 
lng station. 

At 8 o’clock to-night it was reported 
from Long Beach that tugs had suc¬ 
ceeded in moving the Sicilian Prince 
some distance, but she was not clear. 
Reports Indicted that there was little 
hope of getting tho steamship into deep 
water to-night. Efforts will be con¬ 
tinued at full tide at 5:30 to-morrow 
morning 

Fire Island reported to-night that It 
had l>een hazy off shore all day with 
slight westerly winds. A moderate 
sea is running. 

The Oak Island life saving station re¬ 
ported to-night that *the vessel if rest¬ 
ing easy. 

Capt. Richard Van Wickien, In charge 
of the Long Beach Life Saving Station, 
says: 

"It was hazy at the time and the 
captain of the Sicilian Prince was 
steering a northeasterly course." 

His only explanation of the vessel 
being so close in shore Is w’hat he 
learned from some of ihe crew of the 
ship, who say that Capt. William 
Hank, of the Prince liner, saw the 
Sandy Hook light and mistook It for 
the Barnegat light on the Jersey coast. 
The steamer grounded so easily that 
few* of the passengers knew of the 
vessel's predicament until daylight. 

•Capt. Hank catne arhore about 6 
o’clock this morning when he found 
his vessel was fast aground and imme¬ 
diately got Into communication with 
the agents of the city, which dispatched 
the wrecking tugs. These arrived early 
ln the afternoon. No one was allowed 
to come ashore from the vessel. 

The beach on which the Sicilian 
Prlrure grounded is marked by.several 
wrecks of ve*«el* that have gone 
ashore there In the past five or alx 
years. 

Late to-night it was reported that the 
Sicilian Prince was still resting easily. 
There was somewhat more surf than 
during the day and the vessel was roll¬ 
ing some, but there was ewry assur¬ 
ance she would be floated in the marn- 
Ing. 

The passengers were not In any 
alarm, and at no time was there any 
panic or fright manifest. 

The Sicilian Prince is a steel vessel 
of 1,708 tons net. She was built in 
Greenock ln 18S9 and has seven water¬ 
tight compartments. Her length is 363 
feet. James Knott, of the Prince line 
of New Castle, England, Is her man¬ 
aging owner. 

BOOKER WASHINGTON GIVES 
TO GORDON MONUMENT FUND 


Field Headquarters of the Second 
Japanese Army, Nov. 19, 4 p. m., via 
Fusan. Nov. 20.—The past few days 
have been unusually quiet along the 
Shajthe river. The front of Sen. Oku’s 
army and the Russians have been fir¬ 
ing only occasional shots. The armies 
have been lying entrenched and prac¬ 
tically in touch for over a month, but 
there have been only cavalry and 
small infantry skirmishes. The Jap¬ 
anese are virtually living In the 
trenches, and the army Is standing the 
first cold weather very well. The win¬ 
ter clothing has proved excellent for 
the purpose. 

JAPANESE AGAIN ARRAIGNED. 

Charged Witji Violating the Rules 
of Civilized Warfare. 

Che Foo. Nov. 20.—Gen. Balashoff. 
the head of the Red Cross Society at 
Port Arthur, sent to the Associated 
Press on the torpedo boat destroyer 
Rastoropny. which arrived here from 
Port Arthur November 16. and which 
was subsequently destroyed by her 
crew In this harbor, a personal letter 
charging the Japanese with a violation 
of the rules of civilized warfare. Ow¬ 
ing to an error the letter of Gen. Bal¬ 
ashoff was not delivered to the Asso¬ 
ciated Press until to-day. 

In his letter Gen. Balashoff requests 
the publication of the charges that the 
Japanese deliberately disregarded the 
obligation of the Geneva and The 
Hague conventions. He says that they 
have compelled the abandonment by 
the Russians of three plainly-marked 
hospital ships, and that the wounded 
who were aboard the half-sunken 
steamer Andara ajso had to be remov¬ 
ed. These ships, says Gen. B.tlashoff, 
were anchored where they did not In¬ 
terfere with the Japanese fire against 
the Russian warships. He further says 
that the Japanese, who use balloons to 
direct their fire, and who drop their 
shells with minute accuracy into the 
harbor, cannot mistake *the hospital 
ships, and he charges that they delib¬ 
erately drive the wounded from ships 
for the purpose of sinking the vessels. 

"This occurred recently," continued 
Gen. Balashoff. "but earlier I noticed 
Instances of a concentration of fire on 
portions of the town devoted almost 
exclusively to hospitals. Other in¬ 
stances of uncivilized warfare are nu¬ 
merous. but I have no time to’ write 
them. I scarcely have time to eat and 
sleep." 

Gen. Balashoff requests that his let¬ 
ter serve as his protest to the world 
against the tactics of the Japanese. As 
an Illustration of the difficulty of com¬ 
municating with Port Arthur It is 
learned that of six duplicate letters 
which were sent from Che Foo to Gen. 
Balashoff by various sources only one 
rcuched him.

For the past ten days 1,000 men 
have arrived daily. On November 14 
the Chinese say they saw fifty guns 
brought into Dalny. Some were brok¬ 
en. others were in good condition. The 
Japanese said they had captured them. 
They also saw 150 prisoners, Including 
three officers brought in. Some of the 
citizens of Dalny expected that the at¬ 
tack November 24 would t>e general, 
Etse mountain being the chief object 
of the attack. Five more heavy guns 
recently arrived from Japan. 

Russian Magazine Exploded. 

Tokio, Nov. 20.—6 p. m—A dispatch 
from the army besieging Port Arthur, 
dated November 19, says: 

"During the bombardment this after¬ 
noon a shell from a Japanese naval 
gun exploded a Russian magazine near 
the arsenal. 

"Our operations against all the. forts 
are proceeding as prearranged from 
Manchurian headquarters. 

"At noon to-day we shelled the Rus¬ 
sian infantry engaged in emtrenc-hing 
east of Reluchlangtun. and also in¬ 
fantry in the rear of the villages, caus¬ 
ing them to flee In confusion. 

"In other direction^ there is no 
change to note." 

Sausage-like Missile. 

Che Foo. Nov. 20.-3:30 p m.—The 
local Russian consul has received from 
Port Arthur a letter describing the use 
by the Japanese of a peculiar missile. 
This missile looks like a long sausage. 
The Japanese throw It into the trenches 
and it bursts giving off an odor so foul 
that If it is not thrown out of the 
trenches immediately the soldiers faint. 
The gas Is not fatal ln Us effect. 

Stopped Torpedo Boat Destroyers. 

London. Nov. 21.—A special dispatch 
from .Shanghai says that the steamer 
Llensh'.ng, from Chefoo reports that 
three other Russian torpedo boat de¬ 
stroyers left Port Arthur with the de¬ 
stroyer Rastoropny. The Japanese 
stopped two of them and the fate of the 
third is unknown.

SUSPENSE CONTINUES.

THE TRAINING OF CHILDREN, 


Washington. Nov. 20.—President 
Roosevelt made an. address to-day at 
the one hundred and tenth anniverfcary 
celebration at St. Patrick’s church and 
the dedication of Carroll Hall, the new 
parochial buildings and parish school. 
The Rev. Dr. D. J. Stafford, rector of 
St. Patrick’s, acted as master of cere¬ 
monies. Cardinal Gibbons, several arch¬ 
bishops and other dignitaries of the 
Catholic Church attended the exercises, 
the former making an address imme¬ 
diately preceding that of the Presi¬ 
dent. H. B. MacFarland. president of 
the Board of Directors of the District 
of Columbia, was the concluding speak¬ 
er. 

The addresses were made from a bal¬ 
cony on the second floor of the rectory 
and the audience gathered In the 
streets. The Intersection of Tenth and 
G streets was packed with people, and 
the crowd extended fully a square north 
and south, east and west from the rec¬ 
tory. 

Dr. Stafford, in his opening remarks, 
referred to the fact that in the cen¬ 
tury and more that St, Patrick’s church 
htad worked in Wiishlngton no honor 
had come to H so great as the visit of 

President Roosevelt.

When he stepped out on 
the balcony he was cheered loudly, the 
do mo nitration doubling w’hen Cardinal 
Gibbons took a place by the President's 
side and invited him to be seated.

Lexington, Ky„ Nov. 20 — [Special.]— 
The sorrow’ and grief over the death of 
Col. William C. P. Breckinridge exhib¬ 
ited by the people of this city to-day 
were general. On every street comer 
and In the hotel lobbies it was the sole 
topic of conversation, and In the pul¬ 
pits of the city the various minister? 
touched on the death and expressions 
of sympathy were extended to the fam¬ 
ily In their bereavement. Not since the 
death of Henry Clay have the people of 
this city felt the loss of one of her citi¬ 
zens as they have that of the distin¬ 
guished lawyer,* statesman and orator. 
Many have called at the home to-day 
to take a last look at the one whom 
they loved in life, and among those 
who loved him most ar.d knew him beet 
were the men who wore the suit of 
gray In his command In the army of 
the Confederacy. Of the men under 
him fully fifty or sixty are living with¬ 
in a radius of fifty miles of this city 
and to-day over half of that pumber 
arrived here to pay their last respects 
and the remainder who were unable 
to get here have sent word that they 
will arrive In time to attend the funeral 
Monday afternoon. 

Of the dead man's Immediate rela¬ 
tives Robert J. Breckinridge, of Dan- 
y!le. arrived here thi* afternoon, while 
nis other living brother, MaJ. Gen. Jo¬ 
seph C. Breckinridge, is abroad At the 
beginning of the war Dr Robert Jef¬ 
ferson Breckinridge had five sons. They 
were Robert J.. William C. P. Joseph 
U v Charles and .John R. Robert and 
William entered the Confederate army, 
while Joseph, the third non. Joined the 
Union army, receiving an appointment 
on the staff of Gen. George H. Thomas 
He Is now retired Major General, and 
was formerly Inspector General of the 
I nlted States army, the last to hold 
that title. Charles Breckinridge also 
served In the Union army. Notwith¬ 
standing this radical difference in the 
political preference of the sons, kt had 
no effect on the rweet family relations 
that always existed about the paternal 
hearthstone. 

• • • 

Oldest Attorney At Bar. 

Col. Breckinridge was the oldest 
practicing attorney at the Lexington 
bar. The late Judge Gibbons was his 
senior In years, but hla Junior by sev¬ 
eral years in practice. For the past 
thirty years Col. Breckinridge has been 
associated with Mr. John T. Rhelbv. 
and the firm Is porstbly. the oldest in 
the State. He was associated for gome 
years with the late Judge Benjamin F 
Buckner, but upon the election of the 
latter as Circuit Judge, the partner¬ 
ship of Breckinridge & Shelby wan 
formed. No lawyer was ever held in 
higher esteem than Col. Breckinridge. 
As an advocate he Is declared by 
Charlcp Kerr to have taken rank with 
such men as Henry Clay. Ben Hardin. 
Thomas F. Marshall, John B. Houston 
and William H Wadsworth. He was 
without doubt one of the greatest ora¬ 
tor* of his day, and on one occasion 
w’hen asked to name the greatest ora¬ 
tor he had ever heard, the Hon. Bourke 
Oockxan, himself one of the greatest of 
living orators, unhesitatingly replied. 
'Col Breckinridge, of Kentucky."

SORROW IN WASHINGTON. 

Many Friends Made While Serving 
In Congress. 

Washington. Nov. 20.—[Special. ]— 
There were many expressions of re¬ 
gret here over the death of W. C. P. 
Breckinridge. He was for many years 
a familiar figure In the public and so¬ 
cial life of Wsshlngton, and had a ho*t 
of friends and admirers. His retire¬ 
ment from the active duties of public 
life was not only a loss to his State, 
but to his country*. No representative 
from Kentucky, not excepting the great 
“Jim" Beck, did harder or better work 
than Col. Breckinridge. He wa* a 
wheel horse, strong and steady, in all 
of his legislative duties. As a member 
of the two great committees of the 
House, the Ways and Means and the 
Appropriations, he was one of their 
most energetic and industrious labor¬ 
ers and did all of his work with wis¬ 
dom and efficiency. The late Samuel J. 
Randall often said that “Billy Breck¬ 
inridge's capacity for work was simply 
wonderful.” In the Appropriations 
Committee he had the happy faculty 
of untying the most complicated leg¬ 
islative knots, and It is in this Impor¬ 
tant committee where intelligence and 
keen Judgment are absolutely required. 

• • • 

Ranked High In Lower House. 

Col. Breckinridge, during all of his 
services In Congress, from the Forty- 
ninth to the Fifty-third, ten vears. was 
really, in the matter of brilliancy, elo¬ 
quence and intellectuality, the foremost 
man In the lower house. He was al¬ 
ways ready and alert to explain or 
combat any question that might arise 
and he would always do this In such a 
graphic, eloquent and beautiful way 
couched In the most elegant language 
that it carried conviction not only to 
the galleries, but to the members on 
ithe floor. He never made a 
speech In the House that was 
not received with the warmest, 
most enthusiastic) greeting, and* 
his oratory at that time far surpassed 
that of Bourke Cockran, for his voice 
was swaet and mellow, deficient in the 
harsh hoarseness so frequently heard 
In the speeches of Cockran. The ora¬ 
tory of Breckinridge was faultless, if 
the ministerial drawl in which he some¬ 
times fell be excepted. 

• • • 

A Charming Personality. 

He had a charming personality, and 
In his contact here with those In pub¬ 
lic and private life he wa* kind, genial 
and cordial to an affectionate degree 
No one ever saw Billy Breckinridge 
angry or ruffled, not even In his dark¬ 
est hours. He always carried with him 
his bright, attractive face, sparkling 
eyes and sunny disposition. His voice 
was soft and his manners distinguish¬ 
ed. In every sense he was a courteous 
typical Kentuckian. And the greatest 
tribute that can be paid the deceased Is 
that he was unswervingly honest. By 
reason of his Influential position in 
Congress he was often approached by 
lobbyist* to urge him to further their 
questionable schemes, but though a 
poor man and in debt. Breckinridge 
never failed to turn them down, but 
always did It in such a gentle wav that 
It gave no offense. Once he wa* ap- 
proaohed by a good friend, whom he 
held in high esteem, and who begged

the best interest of the congrega^o-ns 
to unite anil build a large church, but 
all agree that the move me nit tended to 
create some disturbance, especially 
among the older members of both 
churches. "Many of the old members 
of both congregations are loath to give 
up the old Churches In which they have 
worshiped so long.” *afld one, "and the 
foot that both churches have many 
members who have almost spent thefr 
lives In them wdll make It difficult ro 
unite them. White we realize that It 
would give u* pow’er of unity and 
strength In added number*, we re®pevit 
the feelings of the old church ptlters.

Not only fs water for cattle and 
stock alarmingly scarce, hut water for 
family use Is by no means plentiful, 
and unless there is a copious rainfall 
within the next few days, the situation 
will be a serious one. Creeks and small 
streams which usually supply fresh, 
running water throughout the year] 
nnd upon which the farmers have 
learned to depend for their stock water 
for years, are now’ dry. Springs, which 
In past years were known a* unfail¬ 
ing. no longer gush forth cool water 
from the base of the hills; wells wdilch 
never before In their history failed to 
yield good water in plenteous supplv, 
are dry.

UNVEIL MONUMENTS 


ERECTED IN HONOR 
MEMBERS. 


Or DEAD 


Woodmen of the World Hold Im¬ 
posing Ceremonies At East¬ 
ern Cemetery. 


In the presence of thousands of Inter¬ 
est cvj spectators, monuments which 
have been erected by the Woodmen cf 
the World to three of their comrade* 
were unveiled yesterday afternoon in 
Eastern cemetery. Hundreds of Wood¬ 
men in uniform, each carrying the em¬ 
blematic ax. marched In the parade 
which preceded the ceremonies at tho 
cemetery. Many of thrm were on horse¬ 
back, and a feature wa® Troop A, of the 
Black Horse Cavalry, which rode on 
coal-black horses much better thari the 
average horses In a parade. This troop 
Is u part of Powell Camp No. 9. 

The monuments which were unveiled 
are erected over the graves of three 
men w’ho stood high In the order and In 
the eyes of their fellow-men. John 
Tritz was one of the most popular men 
who ever lived in Louisville, and his 
death was deplored by a wide circle of 
personal friends. The other two whose 
graves are now marked by the hand¬ 
some monuments which are always 
erected by the Woodmen are George A. 
Riggs and Charles Chllder?. The mon 
uments were completed several weeks 
ago, but were not unveiled until yester¬ 
day. when It was expected that the su¬ 
preme officers of the order would be In 
Louisville. J. C\ Root. Sovereign Com¬ 
mander. the head of the national organ¬ 
ization, and J. T. Yates. Major Gen¬ 
eral. in command of the Uniform Rank, 
ta'th of OiTMha. expected to be here, 
but the serious Illness of Mrs. Yates 
detained them- 

The parade of the Woodmen formed 
yesterday at 2:80 o’clock at Eighth and 
Jefferson street, marching east on Jef¬ 
ferson street to Third avenue, out Third 
avenue to Broad/way. and thence to the 
cemetery. The parade wa* headed by 
a band, and another band w*hlch at¬ 
tracted attention was the Owensboro 
W. O. W. band, headed by Dwell Hask¬ 
ins. Five companies In the uniformed 
rank took part in the parade. Reaching 
the cemetery the formal ceremonies 
were begun. J. H. Brewer acted as 
master of ceremonies, white 8 . J. HaJl, 
Brigadier General commanding, acted 
as chairman. W. R. Hensley, Consul 
commanding, conducted the ritualistic 
ceremonies, after which addresses were 
delivered by A. J. Bizot and Morton K. 
Yonts. They spoke touchingly of the 
dead, and generally of the order and the 
good It does. The cemetery was crowd¬ 
ed. at least 5.000 persona being present 
during the exercises.

What the result will 
be Is a matter of speculation, but the 
men who have participated In this 
meeting aoe In most case* the most 
Influential and able men In their re¬ 
spective provinces, and are resolved to 
press the movement everywhere with 
the greatest vigor. 

A Zemstvo banquet will be arranged 
for December 4. the fortieth anniver¬ 
sary of the emancipation proclamation 
issued by Alexander II., and on this 
occasion speeches along the line of the 
memorial will he made. Later the 
Zemstvo* which are to meet on Decem¬ 
ber 14 will be urged to adopt resolu¬ 
tions embodying a similar programme 
of agitation. 

The Government’s attitude is awaited 
with Intercut. The mere fact that a 
meeting with such a programme was 
permitted, although official auspioeg 
were denied it. is unprecedented; but 
the vigorous character of the memorial 
adopted and the resolution to push the 
agitation must compel tho Government 
to act. A parting of the way* Is again 
at hand and the autocracy. It would 
seem, must once more Choose whether 
the people shall be allowed voice in the 
government, for it Is Inconceivable that 
it can allow agitation for a oonvocatjve 
elective body to decide whether the 
time ha* not come. In the language of 
the memorial, "for a specially elected 
body to participate in legislation” with¬ 
out the Intention of yielding the chief 
points of the discussion preceding the 
adoption of the Zemstvos memoran¬ 
dum.

Was Slugged.

He 
had no money on Ills person when we 
found him, and U may be that he was 
robbed. 

”1 am positive that he would have 
died In a short time If we had not 
found him when we did.

When we got a can¬ 
dle and went In we saw a sight that 
was something awful. He looked like 
he whs breathing his Inst. The blood 
covered his face and he was groaning 
like a dying man. 

"We could see that he had been 
dragged into the hall.

New York, Nov. 20.—A movement to 
raise an endowment fund for the his¬ 
toric University of Virginia has been 
organized under the direction of an ad¬ 
visory council of a hundred or more 
prominent men representing all parts 
of the United States. This famous old 
school was founded by Thomas Jeffer¬ 
son. and the fund, which Is hoped to 
eventually amount to $2,000,000, will be 
named '‘The Thomas Jefferson Memor¬ 
ial Fund.” The university has never 
had an endowment adequate to its 
needs, and since the Civil War It has 
been much hampered by lack of re¬ 
sources. The advisory council, which 
has taken the endowment in hand, is 
composed of distinguished Americans, 
among the names In its membership be¬ 
ing Chief Justice Fuller. Grover Cleve¬ 
land, Elihu Root. Secretary Taft, Ad¬ 
miral Dewey. Robert T. Lincoln, St. 
Clair McKelway, Cardinal Gibbons, 
Richard Olney. Dr. S. Weir Mitchell 
and numerous others, while the late 
Senator Hoar was also a member. 

President Roosevelt Is Interested In 
the project and has indorsed It in the 
following letter to Thomas Nelson 
Page, president of the Alumni Associa¬ 
tion of the University of Virginia: 

While House. Washington, June 29. 1901 
-My Dear Mr. Page: 1 have received 
your loiter about the move-mem to raise 
ii Thomae Jefferson memorial fund as an 
endowment for rhe University of Virginia 
1 most *.arnesi$.y wish you success, and 
1 fed that the moment you have onoeen 
is meet opi»ortunc, <»wtng to the reawak¬ 
ened interest in Jefferson's great work 
caused by the o£nu»nary of the Loutolana, 
Purchase. Yaur work should commend it¬ 
self not only to those who are especially 
interested in the cause of higher educa¬ 
tion in tne South, but to all who are ln~ 
tertSK-d In the cause of higher education 
throughout our country. You need a large 
sum tar such a memorial, and I oornnot 
help reeling that you wUi get it if the 
eminent men of the country, irre¬ 
spective or sivtlon or party, can have the 
matter laid before thorn and are satisfied, 
as they should be suntetied. as to tne 
great nurit of th© movement. 

The University of Virginia occupies a 
unique position among our educational 
Uudttition*. tin the first Board of Visit¬ 
or* to the institution were Jefferson. Mad¬ 
ison and Monroe. The university was one 
of Jefferson's cherished ideas-—a project 
which occupied hjs whole time and at- 
ti-nttun during the latter years of his life. 
It has never had an endowment requisite 
to its barest needs. Now In the great ex¬ 
port lion at St. Louis tho country is pro¬ 
claiming the oen tennilai of the achieve¬ 
ment In which Jefferson took the leading 
part; the achievement which, in th© pur¬ 
chase of the then territory of Louisiana, 
definitely established this country as the- 
greatest nation of the Western Hemle- 

E here Surely this celebration should not 
o brought to a close without leaving on 
the nation some other mark than the 
memory of its grandeur. The movement 
to this end can most properly take the 
form of a monument forever to Jeffer¬ 
son’s genius; a monument far more en¬ 
during than bronze, anti which will fully 
realize one of its greatest ideals. 

It would he a good thing If the people 
of this country. North and South. East 
and West, should come forward and es¬ 
tablish a Jefferson final for the university 
us a lit culmination for the great celebra¬ 
tion of the preeu nt year. Jefferson wrote 
his own epitaph to be inscribed on tho 
granite shaft that marks his grave at 
Motrticeilo. In this epitaph he did not re¬ 
cite the offices he hud held, but the three 
deeds he had done which he e*tc*<Tmd of 
most worth to his fellow-men, and the 
epitaph runs as follows: 

•*lier was burled Thomas Jefferson, au¬ 
thor of the Declaration of American Iml© 

W ndenee. the Statute of Virginia for 
ellgtou* Freedom, and Father of the 
University of Virginia." 

The American p»-ople can surely be ap¬ 
pealed to with confidence to carry out 
Jeffen-on's work In the wav which he 
would, himself have regarded as most 
KTRtlfling by endowing, as it should be 
endowed, tlw n<«bte institution of learning 
whlch'he founded. 1 earnestly hope for 
the success of your movement. Sincerely 
yours, THEODORE ROOSEVELT.

When ballot box 
and stub-book were delivered to the 
county court clerk the omission was 
noted and attention of the officers pres¬ 
ent was called to the omltaion. 

When the Hoard of Election Commis¬ 
sioners of the county met on Thursday 
succeeding the election, they found the 
stub-book as wheYi returned Tho board 
adjourned until the Monday following. 
Upon reassembling they found figures 
had been inserted where left out, and 
the vote showed 1% for Jones and 53 
for Richardson. 

The four election officers, two Re¬ 
publicans and two Democrats, have 
made affidavits that the vote In the 
precinct was 138 for Richardson and 106 
for Jones. The Republicans of Ed¬ 
monson say that Durbin precinct Is 
always Democratic, and are upholding 
the election officers In making their 
affidavits to the vote as cast. 

The vote for presidential electors was 
but slightly at variance with the vote 
us claimed by the election officers for 
Richardson and Jones In their affi¬ 
davits. 

The County Commissioners have so 
far refused to count the precinct at all, 
leaving Richardson's majority in the 
district at 97. 


KILLED IN A SALOON. 


NegTo Was Looking For Trouble and 
Found It. 

Lexington. Ky., Nov. 30.—[Special.]-r 
During a fight in the saloon of George 
Lulg&rt, on, North Limestone street, to¬ 
night William Moore, aged about for¬ 
ty-five years, was shot and instantly 
killed by John Taylor, colored. Ac¬ 
cording to eyewitnesses, the shooting 
was unprovoked and was the deed of 
a mean negro, who was looking for 
trouble, and being unable to pick a 
fight with any one, drew a pistol and 
deliberately shot Moore. Blx shots 
were fired, all of which took effect, 
and death was Instantaneous. Moore 
was a stone worker, and was formerly 
employed by James Dalton, but for the 
past few weeks had been working for 
Lulgart. He leaves a wife and several 
children. Taylor made his escape, but 
was later chptured by the police. 

DUE TO FATHER’S DEFEAT. 


Worry Causes Self-shooting of Ad¬ 
dison Casey At Cynthiona. 

Cynthiana. Ky.. Nov. 20.—[Special.]— 
Addison Casey, formerly a Deputy 
Sheriff of Harrison county, shot him¬ 
self this morning with suicidal .intent. 
He had Just arisen and was only partly 
dressed when his brother went Into the 
room, sat down on the bed by his side 
and commenced discussing yesterday’s 
primary when young Casey grabbed a 
pistol lying on a "table, placed it over 
his heart and fired. Then staggering 
out of his room Casey fell In the hall¬ 
way before his brother realized what 
had occurred. Worry over the defeat 
of his father for County Judge In the 
Democratic primary Saturday Is at¬ 
tributed as the cause. 

Murder At Mt. Sterling. 

Mt. Sterling, ky.. Nov. 20.—[Special.] 
—Joseph Taylor, a respected negro, was 
murdered In his home to-day by Will¬ 
iam Black, another negro. Black es¬ 
caped. A posse Is searching for him. 
Taylor had been In the employ of Sut¬ 
ton & Harris for twelve years. The 
killing is pronounced cold blooded. 

Suffered Long From Cancer. 

Madlsonvllle. Ky.. Nov. 20.—[Special.] 
—Mr. John Osburn, one of the oldest In¬ 
habitants of this city, died here this 
morning. He had been afflicted for sev¬ 
eral years with cancer and his death 
came as a relief to his long suffering. 
He was at one time a prominent con¬ 
tractor.

MRS. HOUSE MISTAKEN FOR 
MISS IDA BARON. 


STOPPED BY POLICE OFFICER. 


Mrs. Pearl House, who was mistaken 
for Miss Ida Baron, the missing Louis¬ 
ville school teacher, at Maryville. Ind., 
and her husband. W. H. House, with 
great difficulty escaped yesterday 
morning from the Indiana officers and 
the trainmen, who threatened to place 
them under arrest every time they ap¬ 
peared. The supposed Identification of 
the woman as Miss Baron was known 
all along the line of the Baltimore and 
Ohio railroad soon after It was discov¬ 
ered by the trainmen who gave it out. 
There is no officer at Maryville, but 
the citizens were on the point of taking 
the couple Into custody, on their own 
account, Saturday night, and It was 
Imperative for them to leave that place 
rapidly. 

Mrs. House pawned her gold eye¬ 
glasses. her sole relic of more pros¬ 
perous days, and got enough money to 
carry her to North Vernon. Her hus¬ 
band boarded the front end of the blind 
baggage, as she stepptMl into the coach, 
and in that manner they traveled to 
the next stage of their Journey. 

When the lone woman, evidently In 
distress, got on the train at the small 
station, she attracted the attention of 
the trainmen, who had already heard 
the report. They watched her closely, 
tried to question her and talked In 
whispers In her presence, looking at 
her suspiciously to such an extent that 
It was positively embarrassing for her 
to remain on the train. At North Ver¬ 
non. two night marshals were waiting 
and Mr. and Mrs. House had no more 
than walked Into the watting room of 
the depot, when the officers were upon 
them. The trainmen and loafers at the 
depot gathered In a circle about the 
unhappy victims, ns the night marshals 
put them through a course of public 
sweating. The questions which were 
asked were not pieasnnt to Mrs. House, 
as they added insult to Injury. At first 
she answered the officers with anger, 
but later she broke down and cried 
under the fire of the rudely concealed 
reflections. 

• • • 

Start On Long Walk. 

Having become absolutely destitute, 
Mr. and Mrs. House left their room at 
206 East Main street. In Louisville, 
Friday morning. They had only enough 
money to carry them across the river 
on the electric car. but Mrs. House, 
who has more bravery than her physi¬ 
cal strength can support. Insisted that 
they walk to the home of* her mother 
In Hamilton. O. Mr. House Is a young 
man, tn perfect health, vigorous and 
with more than average strength, but 
his continued ill luck had caused him 
to temporarily lose his nerve and he 
yielded to the will of his small but res¬ 
olute W'lfe. 

They were not Incumbered with bag¬ 
gage because they had nothing to pack. 
Everything beside the clothes they had 
on had been sold for food. They had 
no money and it seemed an Intermin¬ 
able Journey to the Ohio tow r n, hut 
there was no turning back, for there 
was no place to turn. All day Friday 
they trudged along the Indiana roads, 
northw'ard. resting whenever they could 
go no farther and doing without food. 
At the evening of the first day, they 
were given a scanty meal at a farm 
house, but could find no place to sleep. 
It was too cold to sleep on the ground 
and they were forced to keep on their 
Journey. All that night and all Satur¬ 
day morning, they walked, arriving at 
Maryville at 2 o’clock in the afternoon.

Succumbs To Weariness. 


Knowing that they could not slay 
there. Mrs. House decide 1 to give up 
her gold eyeglasses, though she can¬ 
not see well without them and her eyes 
are very weak. She succeeded In get¬ 
ting $3.50 for them. That amount was 
sufficient to take them both to North 
Vernon, with change to spare, but In 
one sum It was Just enough to get one 
of them through the long Journey. The 
husband refused to share the benefit 
of the money, saying that he would get 
along some way and commanding her 
to go alone in the coach. 

“It was pretty cold on the front end,” 
said Mr. House, after he arrived in 
North Vernon. 

“I would rather have been out there 
in the wind than tn the car, with a 
crow'd of excited men. acting like crazy 
men. all around you.” was the reply of 
the wife. w r ho had not enjoyed the trip. 
• • • 

Tells His Story. 

“We were simply all down and out," 
said Mr. House. ”w’e did not have a 
cent. I wanted her to go when I had 
money, hut she wouldn’t go. 1 was 
married to her when she was sixteen 
years old. and we have a little girl six 
years old In Hamilton. My wife Is as 
brave as any man that ever lived, and 
braver than nrost of them I guess. She 
Insisted on trying to w alk, but I begged 
her not to. She would have her way 
and I Just gave up and started. 

”1 had a Job in Louisville, as a switch¬ 
man for the K. and I„ but one day 
several weeks ago we brok© up some 
earn In the yard and the whole crew 
was let out. I couldn't connect, but 
we stayed on hoping that I would 
land something, until everything we 
had w’as gone. I have worked on the 
C.. H. ond D. and I will get on my 
feet again, as soon as I can get my 
wife home. I could stand It If It 
wasn’t for her, but It about kills me 
to see her get the brunt of K. 

”We never heard of Miss Baron or 
anything about her When they began 
piktng around. I didn't know' wtiat was 
up. I thought maybe they were going 
to land us for vagrancy or something 
like that or maybe they were going to 
get me for riding trains. My wtlfe 
didn’t understand what they said to 
her on the train, and I didn’t find out 
for a long time what the policemen 
were driving at when they questioned 
| Us here. 

"It seems like pretty hard luck, when 
i we were tn as brad as we tvere. for us 
to be chased all over the State by news¬ 
paper men. trainmen and policemen— 
all looking for something tho* we didn’t 
know anything about, and getting us 
into the public notice; when w*e w’ere 
trying to keep under cover. It may be 
all right for police to ask the questions 
they did. but If I was not In so bad 
that I cun do nothing, 1 would find out 
a few things for myself.”

Leave For Cincinnati. 


The thirty-mile walk was too much 
for the frail woman and she was forced 
to give It up. With only one hope in 
view, ahe went to a long distance tele- 
phone and tried to get connection with 
her mother, Mrs. Elizabeth Hughey. 1022 
Greenw'ood avenue, Hamilton, O. The 
agent of the telephone company told 
her he would notify her when the call 
was answered, and In the meantime the 
couple walked out to the railroad track. 
Having nothing better to do and know. 
Ing no one In the towm. they stood and 
looked on while a load of stock was 
put on a freight train. It was while 
they stood there that the attention of 
the train,crew was attracted to them, 
and the suspicions, which caused them 
so much trouble that night and tho 
next morning, were jirousod. 

Mr. House stood behind his wife, with 
his shoulder against hers, supporting 
her. This posture w r as considered by 
the trainmen to Indicate that he had 
her under his power. The fact that 
they did not converse w'as also thought 
to be of Importance, but It was not 
then known that they hud been without 
food nnd on the road for more than 
twenty-four hours. Mr. House later 
said that he was not In a very con¬ 
versational mood, as he could speak of 
nothing that would not bring more pain 
to his wife.

Trainmen Make Mistake. 


The trainmen w'ere unable to get any 
information in regard to the couple at 
the railroad station. When they arrived 
In New Albany, they say a small news¬ 
paper picture of Miss Baron and all 
of them Identified her as the woman 
at Maryville. It has since developed 
that the chief point of resemblance .vug 
the hat- 

The call from the stricken daughter 
to her mother w r as never answered. Ii 
was learned from the exchanges thai 
Mrs. Hughey was at the telephone office 
tn Hamilton at one time, but that* the 
connection could not be made. So th»* 
unfortunate couple, weary of mind and 
body, sore of foot and w^ak from want 
of food, saw the night closing In ahi ut 
them In the little town of Maryville 
where they were absolute .manners, 
evidently under suspicion and without 


After waiting two hours tn North 
Vernon, Mr. and Mrs. Houfl“ left for 
Cincinnati. From that place it is pos¬ 
sible to reach Hamilton by means of 
the electric lines. As Mrs. House 
stepped on the train she turned back 
and, with a sigh, said: 

*’I hope I may never see another such 
n|ght as this has been.” 

Mrs E. Lillian, of 206 East Main 
street, who let a room to Mr. and Mrs. 
House, yesterday said: "They must 
have nearly starved before they left, 
but they never said a word to me 
about it. I wish they had lot me know. 
I didn’t know they were going, and 
when I went back to the room, I was 
almost horror struck. There was not 
a scrap of any kind of food except a 
stale piece of bread crust. They were 
nice people and they did not owe me 
enough to make any difference. They 
seemed to be higher class than you 
would expect from such poor people.” 


WANT A STATEMENT FROM 
POPE ON THE “NONEXPEDIT ” 


Urged That Provisions of the Doc¬ 
ument Issued By Pope Pius IX. 
Should Be Reiterated. 


Rome. Nov. 20.—Irreconcilable cleri¬ 
cals. especially In foreign countries, 
have been urging Pope Pius X. to pub¬ 
lish a statement on the subject of the 
"nonexpedit.” the document issued by 
Pope Plus IX.. forbidding Catholics to 
vote at Italian elections after the foil 
of the temporal power of the pontiff. 
Those w’ho are urging action by the 
Pope fear that the fact that tile prohi¬ 
bition was not reiterated before the re¬ 
cent general election and that many 
clericals participated in the election 
may be taken os a tacit renunciation 
of the Vatican’s claims on Rome. 

It Is reported that Pope Plus X. will 
write an open letter to Cardinal Mer¬ 
ry del Val, the papal Secretary of State, 
saying that the status quo existing 
prior to the general election remains 
unchanged, but admitting that there 
may be exceptional cases, ns in the 
last general election, when clericals 
might be advised by their bishops to 
vote In certain constituencies.

Cardinal 
Gibbons to-day gave the press the fol¬ 
lowing official letter addressed to the 
Catholic clergy: 

Cardinals Residence, Bahlraore. Nov. 
17. iso4.-Right Reverend «h\ Tho board 
of trustees of the Catholic University of 
America sa their meeting April 14. 19o4. 
unanimously adopted the following reso¬ 
lution: 

“Resolved, That his Eminence, the 
Chancellor of tho Catholic University of 
America, bo requested to write and to 
sond tx> the hierarchy of the United State* 
one month before tho first Sunday of Ad¬ 
vent. 1901, a letter of thanks for tin* in¬ 
terest taken In the collection for the «m- 
yorslty in 1903, and asking them to kindly 
keep up their generous solicitude for this 
worthy object by recommending it to tno 
reverend clergy and the laity of their re¬ 
spective Jurisdictions.’* 

In pursuance of this action of the 
trust'ce*. <1 desire to stwtc thiU the con¬ 
tributions received from seventy-six dio- 
I'Cfsea amounted to $105,0oi. Tnb* generous 
response of our clergy and pc*>pte> to the 
express wish of the sovereign pontiff is 
an evidence both of cheerful obedience 
to the Holy See and of generous devo¬ 
tion to th^lr pa&tors. It Is also grat-fy- 
ing and encouraging to the trustees that 
widespread an interest should thus be 
manifested In the welfare of the univer¬ 
sity. which, as it embodies the highest 
form of Catholic learning. Is the most 
Important undertaking of the hierarchy 
In view of the general good. In the n<un«r 
uf the trustees, as in tny own. 1 tender 
you, your clergy and your people grate¬ 
ful acknowledgment for the share you 
have taken in tbo furtheranoe of this 
great work

No Deficit Last Year. 

Wfrth lire collection and with domit.ons 
from various sources, the receipt* of the 
university for last year, apart from Its 
regular Incorm*. amounted to $150.E09. Of 
these funds $08,743 w*as employed In the 
payment of debts, $50,000 was invested 
and the remainder was used u> meet cur¬ 
rent enH*iu»es. As a result there was no 
deflclrt lost year, nor is there at present 
any dealing debt. 

The amount deflated by the Knights of 
Columbus, uni not Included In the re¬ 
ceipts mentioned above, was $30,000. This 
was also Invested, making a Krtal In¬ 
vestment of $100,000 

The funds' were placed for Investment 
In the hands of the finance committee 
appointed lastt yvar il903» anti composed 
or gentlemen who enjoy the highest impu¬ 
tation for Integrity and business ability. 
The entire amount, therefore, resulting 
from the collection la absolutely free 
from the complications and risks to 
which, as you have doubtless learned 
through the press, the general endowment 
of the university ha* recently beert ex- 
posed 

Property Not Involved. 

Regarding the actual situation. I deem 
it ray duty to ‘.nlorrn you that the funds 
hitherto handled by the treasurer of the 
university aggregate $8S1.000. The disposal 
of three funds In no way Involves the 
property erf the university, Its lands, 
buildings or equipment. The fund* them¬ 
selves are protected by securities, which, 
it is confidently believed, will. !n any 
equitable settlement, insure the untvers- 
ity agemst serious loss. On the other 
band, pending the final adjustment of all 
claims now In litigation, the university 
!s in large measure deprived of the reve¬ 
nues which have heretofore been availa¬ 
ble for Its work. This la the more re- 
gretaible at the present time wrhen the 
university should be so strengthened amt 
developed as to attract our Cathode 
young men and withdraw them from non- 
Cathollo Institution* With the utmost 
economy as now practiced in every de¬ 
partment. the Income is not sufficient for 
tho necessary expenses. 

The foregoing statement will naturiUy 
suggest a variety of reflections; but what 
Is really needed Just now Is practical 
OTnpathy and generous co-operation. 
This. I ton happy to say. bus been shown 
by the trustices and by friends of the 
university The amounts which they have 
guaranteed, together with the next an¬ 
nual collection, which, It Is hoped, wl 1 
equal if not exceed that of last year. wUi 
enable, us to Invest a considerable sum 
after all current expenses are paM. More¬ 
over, a system of financial administration 
has already been adopted that, for Lhe 
future, will render the management of 
the funds absolutely secure.

Confidence Expressed. 

With the assistance of the hierarchy. 
In the manner Indicated by the holy fa¬ 
ther we feel confident that the university 
will be placed cm a sound financial basis.

Washington, Nov*. 20,— 1 The report of the 
Commission on International Kxchange 
regarding Its work during the past year 
has been submitted to Secretary Hay and 
given by him to the public. The work 
done during the year covers investigations 
in connection with th© reform of the 
monetary rystem of China nnd the estab¬ 
lishment of a new monetary system tn the 
republic of Panama There are submitted 
also some data showing a tendency to¬ 
wards greater stability in the price of 
sUver bullion, apparently as a result of 
the direct action of Governments with 
whom the commission conferred last year, 
especially of the British Government In 
connection with the currency tn India. 
This has tended. It Is declared, to produce 
greater stability of exchange an<j thus 
to diminish one of the obstacles to trade 
between tho gold countries and the silver¬ 
using countries. The report is signed by 
the three commissioners—Hugh H. Hanna, 
Charles A. Con ant and Jeremiah W. Jenks 
—hut the grent<*;t emphasis Is laid upon 
the special mission of Prof. Jenks to 
China to present to the Imperial Govern¬ 
ment a report on the work done in Europe 
tn 1903 and to render any further assist¬ 
ance desired by the Chinese Government 
in compliance with its request to the 
United states. 

As soon as his credentials were present¬ 
ed to the Government at Pekin, Mr. 
Jenks asked permission before taking up 
the detailed consideration of the subject 
with the imperial Government, to spend 
some time in visiting the more Important 
treaty ports as well as some of the in¬ 
terior province*, in* order to study busi¬ 
ness conditions. The imperial Government 
not merely gave its consent, hut notified 
officials along the route chosen regarding 
the Intended visit and aided the commis¬ 
sioner In every way possible in making 
his observations. 

• • • 

New Ideas Secured. 


The results of these Investigation? and 
discussions were that many new ideus re¬ 
garding conditions In China nnd what 
was practicable for China were secured; 
that in many cases misconceptions re¬ 
garding the nature of th© reform and of 
the plans under discussion were removed, 
and that the experience secured and the 
knowledge gained enabled the commis¬ 
sioned to understand much more readily 
the attitude of tho higher Chinese of¬ 
ficials toward tbelr old system and the 
proposed new system. 

On his return to Pekin the subject was 
taken up for detailed discussion with th© 
Imperial Government. As a result of the 
treaties with Great Britain, the United 
St*iti*s nnd Japan It has been the Inten¬ 
tion of the Chinese Government to estab¬ 
lish a uniform monetary system and for 
the purpose of working out plan* for that 
system, as well as for meeting the United 
States Commissioner, a commission had 
been appointed consisting of the mem¬ 
bers of the Board of Revenue nnd several 
other officials, some of high and some of 
leifser rank. 9utno of these had been 
especially designated to have charge of 
the new mint and to devote their time to 
the consideration of monetary affairs.

Officials Favor Gold Basi6. 


It was found that its a result of dls- 
cussion* in connection with the treaty 
with Great Britain, of various reeolutions 
pu.ssed during the two or three preced¬ 
ing years by foreign Chambers of Com¬ 
merce in China, or arguments presented 
In the newspapers and of lh«*ir own *tudy 
of tho question, the Chln»«e Government 
official* had oppaivtvtJy informally, al¬ 
though not ait all officially, readied the 
conclusion that they wished ultimately to 
place their system of currency on the 
gold basis, but that at present they 
would establish a uniform silver and cop¬ 
per currency without definite plan* for 
reach!ng the gold basis. Although the 
commissioner was treated throughout 
with the greatest courtesy and consid¬ 
eration. tt seemed at first as if the 
ciai* with whom he had to deal at fVk- 
ln. though Interested in the genera! sinb- 
Jeot, had. relatively speaking, slight in¬ 
terest In the specific plans proposed by 
the <-\)mmJf*»k>n on International Ex¬ 
change. As tho dl*cu*?k>ns went on, 
however, and a* from the work of both 
the Chinos© and American commission* 
th© disadvantage*'and difficulties became 
mors apparent of storting on, a silver 
baais without clean-out, definite plans for 
the change to the gold bnaix. and on the 
other hand, the advantage* of having th© 
new coin* placed on th© gold lxuds from 
the* beginning, both from the point c! 
vl^w of financial gain to tho treasury 
and benefit to the huidne*« itvtereetr* of 
the country, keen interest on tho part of 
the Chi!**$© oominissfonrrs w*a* clearly 
awakened. In fact, before the close of 
the discussions th© Chinese commission¬ 
ers themselves said that from this work 
not merely had their view© t » a a 
able extent changed, but that their whole 
Interest In th© plans of the American 
commission had greatly Increased.

American Flans Favored. 


Th© commissioner was assured also by 
different governors, viceroys and com¬ 
mission* that tho American plans would 
have their support, and some of the high¬ 
est officials in P^kln are of the opinion 
that in a number of instance*, at any 
rate, tho support of the local aurhonRie* 
will is* heartily given to th© central Gov¬ 
ernment if it undertake* these plana A 
favorable Judgment regarding the atti¬ 
tude of the Chinese Government seems to 
be* quite general, also among those for¬ 
eign resident* moot experienced in Chi¬ 
nese affairs.

Regularity In Purchases. 

Some attention Is given in th© report to 
the recommmukvtlon of the corn minion, 
which was Indorsed by most of the Euro- 
petin commissions In tho summer of 19(W.

Saturday Evening, Nov*. 19Business on 
the New York Stock Exchange was re¬ 
stricted somewhat by the storm of last 
6 un<l«y. which impaired the telegraphic 
service to the W«n and South, Interfering 
with fho execution of orders for several 
days. As a result the W^ll street pro¬ 
fessional has begun to question the sta¬ 
bility of the market at the present range 
of values. Its tone having been irregu¬ 
lar and feverish, with more than the 
usual Interest manifested In the "cats 
and dogs" (issues of doilhtful value and 
seldom traded In), this fact being pointed 
to as Indicating the culmination of the 
present upward movement. The profes¬ 
sional stock trader, however. Is not al¬ 
ways correct in his conclusions. A 
healthy reaction may occur. Is possibly 
due, but that the present bull market Is 
at an end is unreasonable and Improba¬ 
ble. 

The financial Interests of Wall street 
have not yet fully discounted the favora¬ 
ble factors In the situation and before 
they do there will likely be some new 
schemes sprung of which the public has 
no Intimation at present. The main 
thing to watob as far as stocks are con¬ 
cerned Is the money market. As long 
as call loans can be obtained at 2 and 
per cent, and the money used to purchase 
•locks which yield 3. 8*4 and 4 per cent, 
no serious check may be expected to the 
present speculative tendency. It is true 
that gold shipments, and those prospec¬ 
tive, may exercise a temporary adverse 
Influence, but It Is now Almost time for 
the return movement of currency to New 
York to set In from the West and South, 
and we must before*a great while get the 
benefit of the Immense foreign trade bal¬ 
ance which is being buUt up. This Is or¬ 
dinarily the season of gold Imports and 
not exports, and if this country Joes not 
draw gold from Europe at this time It Is 
only because she doee not stand In need 
of It. It should be remembered that the 
money in circulation In the United ©tales 
during this calendar year has Increased 
8156,000.000. principally gold—a sum f«r 
from Insignificant. Not only that, but 
our money supply per capita is the high¬ 
est In tho history of the nation, or any 
nation, with a prospect of further 
additions to national bank circulation in 
the near future by reason of Secretary 
Shaw's call for 2$ per cent, of the Gov¬ 
ernment deposits. As usual, large sumq 
of money will be disbursed In Interest 
and dividends by corporations on January 

I , and with the interior banks sending 
their surplus to New York the supply of 
capital available In the loan market 
should prove largely in excess of business 
and speculative demands. 

Such a redundancy of money might be 
taken to imply that business conditions 
are not what they should be. but It Is 
currently known that Improvement U be. 
ing manifested In almost every line, and 
that, commercially and Industrially, mat¬ 
ter* are now shaping themselves for a 
period of great prosperity. Iron and steel 
prices are Advancing, large orders are 
being placed for nil kinds of structural 
materials, the country's large erop« ara 
being sold at satlshactory prices, from 
which the full benefit has ny yet been 
derived, ralroad earnings are increasing 
at the rate of 5 to 8 per cent, weekly, 
and the mercantile agencies are furnish¬ 
ing favorable trade reports almost with¬ 
out exception. These things argue well 
for the future and so far as the stock 
market Is concerned it Is easy to read 
between the lines of money and business 
prospects that a large supply of cupltal 
seeking Investment must have an outlet, 
srd that outlet will be found most natu¬ 
rally In the market for securities.

Col. Breckinridge. 

A very widespread regret will be 
caused by the death of Col. \V. C. P. 
Breckinridge. Few, If any. men of his 
generation In Kentucky were more 
widely known and admired for 
rare intellectual gifts and the personal 
qualities which attach friends 
in every sphere of life, possess¬ 
ing a strong personal magnetism, 
which. with his eloquence, held multi¬ 
tudes. lue exerted equal away over 
Individuals by the charm of his per¬ 
sonality and the warmth of hto friend¬ 
ship. Not alone In his Immediate cir¬ 
cle in the city and county In which he 
had spent all but a few years of his 
life, nor In the State which he loved 
with Intense devotion, but wherever hik 
name and talents are known the intelli¬ 
gence of his death will be heard with 
unfeigned regret. 

The Intellectual gifts of Col. Breckin¬ 
ridge tvere transmitted through a long 
line of distinguished ancestors, con- 
spdcumis from an early period In the 
history of this country long antedat¬ 
ing the Revolution. Few families have 
impressed upon the country -the seal 
of their intellectual powers more Indel¬ 
ibly and through so kuMr sustained pe¬ 
riods, rivaling the Adams family in the 
succession of prominent generations and 
excelling it in the numbetf of distin¬ 
guished names contributes! to the coun¬ 
try's roll of fame. Upon both sides he 
came from the sturdy Scotch-Irtoh 
Presbyterian stock, who, sacrificing all 
In their native country, enriched the 
vAlley of Virginia by their immigration 
before the middle of the Eighteenth 
Century in search of greater civil and 
religious freedom. His name. William 
Campbell Preston Breckinridge, embod¬ 
ies the names of some of the most con¬ 
spicuous of those pioneers who blazed 
the wny to a higher destiny Illustrated 
in the deeds of their descendants. 

Col. Breckinridge was the son of the 
Rev. Robert J. Breckinridge, a distin¬ 
guished Pretfbyteria n divine. He was 
bom in Baltimore. Md., while 
his father, who was a native of 
Kentucky, was pastor of a church In 
that city. Some years later his father 
removed his residence to Lexington, 
where Col. Breckinridge received his 
early education, graduating with dis¬ 
tinction at Centre College. Danville. In 
a class conspicuous for the number of 
Its members who became Congressmen, 
Governors or distinguished law yers. He 
studied law, receiving the degree of 
LL. B. from the University of Louis¬ 
ville In 1857, and had entered fairly Into 
It* practice when ithe Civil War broke 
out. In 1861 he entered the Confederate 
army as Captain of cavalry and rose 
rapidly to the command of a brigade in 
Morgan's cavalry, participating In some 
of Its most daring raids, and being 
among the last to surrender. Return¬ 
ing to Kentucky, he resumed the prac¬ 
tice of law, and soon achieved prom¬ 
inence, being also for a time editor of 
the Lexington Observer. He had early 
exhibited a talent as a public speaker 
and by his eloquence and force at the 
barton the hustings and later In Con¬ 
gress was long recognized a« without a 
rival. 

Although often solicited to engage In 
political life Col. Breckinridge long de¬ 
clined, adhering closely to the law un¬ 
til 1884, when lie was elected as a Dem¬ 
ocrat to Congress from the Ashland 
district and served continuously ten 
years. In that position he fully sus¬ 
tained his reputation as an orator and 
at the ssme time was efficient as a 
member of prominent committees, in¬ 
cluding that of Ways and Means. Since 
his retirement from office he had pur¬ 
sued the practice of law In Lexington 
and for the greater part of the time 
had been editor of the Dally Herald, 
displaying the grace and power as a 
writer that he displayed In debate or 
oratory. In politics he was always a 
Jeffersonian Democrat, being known as 
a Gold Democrat during the temporary 
dtvison in 1896 and 1900, and latterly a 
warm supporter of the Bt. Ixnils ticket. 

The eminence which the deceased en¬ 
joyed for nearly forty years as an ora¬ 
te^ entitles him to rank among the 
most distinguished in America. In the 
maternal line he inherited the same 
blood with Patrick Henry, hla mother 
being the grandniece of that great ora¬ 
tor, while she was the sister of William 
Campbell Preston, Senator from South 
Carolina, who as an orator was with¬ 
out a peer in his day except In Cluy. 
In style he had all the persuasive ele¬ 
ments of person, voice and eloquence 
in delivery. Ills words corning In un¬ 
studied melody, which charmed and at 
the same time carried conviction by the 
substance ns well os the manner of 
his arguments. His mind, well culti¬ 
vated by a college education, reading 
and observation, possessed many of the 
strong features Which distinguished 


was always fully equipped for whatever 
demand (his duty called. The death of 
this able mid brilliant man is a great 
loss to the State of Kentucky, which he 
loved with the most pntrlotic fervor.

In his 
proclamation of neutrality at the be¬ 
ginning of the war President Roose¬ 
velt defined what, until now, was 
suppo€>eJ to be the rule which would 
govern neutral nations on this subject. 
It was, in brief, that a belligerent ves¬ 
sel entering one o-f our ports would be 
permitted to take on only sufficient 
oonl to enable tt to reach the nearest 
port of her own country. This Is in 
accordance with the law ladd down by 
Hall in his''Internatlcsnal L»iw," regard¬ 
ed a;* one of the latest authorities. But 
H U claimed by France that there Is 
no authoritatilve restriction which com¬ 
pels her 10 limit the supplies of any 
commodity to any particular quantity 
and that she J 9 thus left free to soli 
without restriction coal orother articles 
as she.may deem proper, and In this 
position «he is sustained by Wheaton, 
who asserts that tit la entirely within 
the discretion of the neutral Govern¬ 
ment. 

If this principle is recognized' there 
seems no restrict Von upon the right of 
Russia to secure coal, munitions of wur 
or oliher eommodJtb s without limit, ex 
cept as prescribed Jby the several na¬ 
tions, The Interpretation of interna¬ 
tional law, therefore, amourtt* simply 
to resolving it Into a matter of the 
individual discretion of each Power. 
When one of them, however, by proc¬ 
lamation, as tbit of President Roose¬ 
velt. Umiito the nature or the quantity 
of supplies to be furnished. It oper¬ 
ates as a restriction until re¬ 
scinded by pqually public proclamation. 
But to be within the bounds of neu¬ 
trality a Power which, as France has 
done, assumes its right to sell coal or 
other supplies In unlimited quantity to 
one belligerent, must recognize simi¬ 
lar privilege to the other belligerent. 
This, therefore, implies the right of 
Japan to the reciprocal privilege of 
purchasing coal In French ports. Ap¬ 
parently this relieves France's concession 
to Russia of the churge of favoritism, 
while In reality it amounts to an ex¬ 
clusive privilege to that belligerent, 
since the condition could scarcely occur 
in which Japan would need to avail 
herself of it, awhile to Russia it amounts 
to a necessity, as a condition precedent 
for the success of her naval expedi¬ 
tion. 

The occurrence of this Incident 
merely illustrates the Inchoate state 
of International Jurisprudence. Every 
war which has a maritime phase 
brings to the surface questions 
^or which, w^hen solution is sought, 
there is found to be no compelling 
authority, each nation claiming that 
Its rights are only limited by Its own 
pronounced declarations. The only 
remedy for this Incongruity Is through 
a genuine international congress, held 
in time of peace when all such ques¬ 
tions can be debated and a code pro¬ 
mulgated upon sound, equitable prin¬ 
ciples which shall be equally binding 
upon all the signatory Powers. Wheth¬ 
er such a concurrence can ever be at¬ 
tain* vl remains for the future to de¬ 
termine. If It shall be It w*lll 
greatly minimize *the danger of v war, 
through arbitration precedent to war, 
as well as the danger of International 
complications as one of its incidents.

Queer, ns Judged by the standards 
which prevailed in this country in the 
days of old Fritz, but not queer ac¬ 
cording to the standards set by Kaiser 
Wilhelm and Kaiser Theodore. 


The late outburst of patriotic feeling 
in the Hungarian Parliament in w*hich 
inkstands and other missiles were 
hurled at the head of the President of 
the Chamber, to the singing of the 
Kossuth hymn, forebodes no good to 
the Austrinn dynasty. Resort to the 
Imperial prerogative of proroguing the 
Parliament terminated the turbulence, 
but the demonstration, coupled with 
the existence of similar feeling In the 
Uelchsrath at Vienna V»nd the unrest 
in Italy, is warning to the House of 
Hapsburg full of dangerous Import. 


A large body of Dunklin county. Mis¬ 
souri, voters are signing a petition to 
the Legislature of that State request¬ 
ing. In view* of the fact, that the coun¬ 
ty went Republican In the late elec¬ 
tion, that it be ceded and transferred 
to Arkansas. This Is a childish way of 
expressing mortification by the. people 
as the result of their own dereliction. 
The petitioners had better grin ami en¬ 
dure it. and do better next time.

Paris of Mrs. Halley’s 
Necklace Found.' 


HAD BEEN THROWN AWAY. 


M. L. SHREWSBERRY, A WATCH¬ 
MAN. THE FINDER. 


CENTRAL STONE MISSING. 


Broken Into small bits, parts of the 
garnet necklace stolen by Schuyler 
Baird from the trunk of Mrs. Ramuel 
H. Halley, the w*Ife of Dr. Hamuel II. 
Halley, of Lexington, were found yes¬ 
terday afternoon In the hands of M. L. 
Shrewsberry. a watchman* who said he 
found the Jewelry In the yards of the 
Southern Planing Mill Company at Fif¬ 
teenth and Arbegust streets. Mr. 
Shrewsbury claimed he had discovered 
the necklace in a box and had broken 
the box to pieces. He was unable to 
locate more than a third of 4he expen¬ 
sive ornament, but the detectives are 
confident he will find the remainder to¬ 
day. 

The detectives spent the day yester¬ 
day searching for the necklace, which 
Is valued by Mrs. Halley at I10.0C0. Aft¬ 
er much searching they located Shrews- 
berry. who immediately Informed them 
thut he had found the necklace In a 
lumber yard. He said that the Jewels 
were In a box and that tb» necklace 
had been broken into pieces before he 
found it. He was unable to return the 
box In which It was found, but said that 
he hud no Idea of the value of the 
Jewelry, and, having no use for the 
box. he destroyed it. He was of the 
opinion that he could find the remaind¬ 
er of the ornament if given time, and 
the detectives believed his story. 

The Jewelry Is so badly shattered It 
cannot be repaired. The necklace wai 
made entirely of garnets ranging In size 
from those as large as a head of u 
match to one central stone nearly an 
Inch in diameter. The m.iln circle* Is 
made up of small sunburst-set jew*els, 
from which hang numerous pendants, 
decreasing in size fyoin the central set¬ 
ting. as the pendants approach the ends 
of the chain. Each pendant contains a 
stone of great value, ranged so that 
they gradually decrease tn size from 
the grand central pendant. 

• • • 

A Family Heirloom. 

More than six hundred stems are 
used in the make-up of the necklace, 
ami the setting alone cost the price of a 
good home. The entire sewing was val¬ 
ued at 810,t , 00, nnd had been In the fam¬ 
ily more than a hundred years, wTilrh 
made it practically priceless to Mrs. 
HhDey. 

The manner In which the necklace 
has been broken will make It practical¬ 
ly Impossible to repair K, even If all the 
parts are found. Which will be difficult. 
Only about a fourth of the necklace has 
been recovered, and with this the dis¬ 
covery has been mad* that the central 
stone has been removed from Its pend¬ 
ant and is probably lost. This stone 
alone was valued at 8150 on account of 
its ilsfe. The gold prongs which held 
It In place were broken nw*ny in the ef¬ 
fort to remove It from its resting place. 

Through the efforts of the detectives 
nfi of the missing Jewels have now been 
recovered except the rematmler of the 
necklace and one pin of small value 
The gold locket was discovered in 
Brunn’s Jewelry e-tore, on Market street, 
between FI ret and eeond. where Baird 
told the detectives tt could be found. 
The amethyst breast pin. surrounded 
with forget -me-not* worked In numer¬ 
ous pearls, wsu located In Denny's res¬ 
taurant. on Fifth street, between Green 
and Walnut, where It had been sold by 
Baird for 14.50. although It wm valued 
at $150. The pearl sth-kpln was found 
in Baird's clothes In his home, and the 
oral and gold and enameled necklaces 
were found with the pieces of the 
garnet necklace. 

The efforts' of the detectives to locate 
the rnliving Jewelry and their sucres* 
In apprehending the thief with such 
rapldltv brought them nrnfiy compli¬ 
ments. Dr. Halley wiring thanks yes¬ 
terday afternoon. 

rapt. Sullivan and Detectives Dona¬ 
hue and Ross, who have been working 
on the case, expect to locate the re¬ 
mainder of the property to-day.

Japan, over 20,0fl0 g!rla 
are employed In the cotton mil's, and cor¬ 
responding numbers In other great cotton 
manufacturing cities These girls are con¬ 
tracted for by agents, the contracts be¬ 
ing from three to five years' duration. 
This agent receives 2 per cent, of the 

girl's wages during the penes! of her 

service, and In the meantime he hustles 
other* In. Ch'ldren under fourteen years 
of age are taken as apprentices, and are 
only allowed a small sum of prK-ket 
money as compensation It Is estimated 
that there are over 4.000 girls under this 
age working *.n the mills. A physician Is 
employed by each mull to oversee the 

health of the employe*, and in casea of 
klness receives one-half of the lowest 
wage as Ms fee."

The act of Thurston is the feature of 
what will doubtlcH) be considered by most 
persons the best bill that 1m* been brought 
to the Hnpkln* this season. It is 
the magician's first appearance here and 
at the two performances yesterday he 
went far toward establishing his claim* 
to a high placo, at any rate, among Illu¬ 
sionists.

••Jeffrey was never known to leave 
his wife like that before." raid his 
friend. "He does not drink, nor does 
he play cards—in fact, he holds a re¬ 
sponsible position with the Louisville 
and Nashville Railroad Company, and 
Is known as a model young man. He 
was known to have a large sum of 
money on him yesterday." his friend 
continued, ‘"and I am almost sure he 
was decoyed away from home and 
robbed."

When aw’akened at 3 o'clock Mr. Jef¬ 
frey found standing over him three po¬ 
licemen and his friend. He rubbed the 
lingering drowsiness from his weary 
eyes, gnxed about him at the unusual 
picture for a moment, and finally sum¬ 
moned courage to ask what It all 
meant. 

"Why. your wife Is craxy about you, 
Jeffrey." said Sergt. Doran; "what is 
the matter with you?" 

"Nothing,” replied Jeffrey. 

"Well, you had better go home to 
her." suggested the officer, "and see if 
you can explain why you left home last 
night. We have been looking all over 
the city for you."

"Shortly after S p. m. Mr. T. W. 
Haugh. an t old friend, called by. and 
we went up* town, returning about 11:80

house appeared in vain, and Mr. Haugh 
Invited me down to spend the night 
with him. Seeing 1 could not awake 
any one, I went with Mr. Haugh to his 
room.

Dr. Carter Helm Jones spoke last 
night upon the subject of civic corrup¬ 
tion and indifference, and urged his 
hearers to take earnest part in the new 
movement for reform. Dr. Jones took 
his text from Luke xix.. 41, "And when 
He w'aa come near He beheld the city 
and w*ept." 

The love of the patriot for his city, 
said Dr. Jones, is a deep-rooted feeling, 
surpassing any other, except the love 
of kindred, and men who love should 
interest themselves in the welfare and 
order of the city in which they live. 
Indifference la the coldest and most dif¬ 
ficult feeling to handle, and the most 
common wrong done toward the com¬ 
munity, said Dr. Jones. The city Is the 
civic expression of ourselves, so much 
so that It Is possible for the evil giflu- 
ence of one man to make itself felt, 
though there may be any number of 
men of integrity whose interest would 
act as a counter influence. If only they 
would act. 

• • • 

Has No Civic Rights. 

A man who will' not interest himself 
in the welfare of the city In which he 
lives has no right In It. declared the 
speaker, and he pointed to the example 
of the Savior as the purest, humblest 
patriot, and urged a closer Imitation of 
Christ in the conduct of every-day af¬ 
fairs. "It’s an 111 bird that befouls Its 
own nest," quoted Dr. Jones, "and ev¬ 
ery man who has a civic duty, and ev¬ 
ery decent man has. and fails to dis¬ 
charge it is as much to blame for public 
rottenness as is the man who misap¬ 
propriates the public funds or who pro¬ 
tects a criminal from the punishment 
due his crime. To let selfish private 
alms come before the public welfare Is 
the lowest order of selfishness, and 
there are few men who do not do it." 

Sabbath breaking, one of the most 
prevalent evils of the present, said Dr. 
Jones, is growing to such an extent as 
to call forth the best efforts of all good 
people, arid Is one of the signs of the 
laxness of the time. 

• * • 

Has Faith In Reform. 

But looking at conditions on the 
darkest side. Dr. Jones does not de¬ 
spair. for he sees the earnest efforts of 
the few being dally rewarded, and he 
believes that the revival soon to be 
begun In Louisville will result in a 
great good. Dr. Jones believes that a 
spiritual revulsion is soon to take place, 
and that the consciences of men. both 
public and private, will be quickened 
with the salvation of Jesus Christ if 
they will but yield. Speaking of the 
meeting of the Civic League recently 
held In Macaulay's Theater, Dr. Jones 
urged his hearers not to damn a new 
movement, not to brand it as a parti¬ 
san movement. It Is the duty of all 
men to aid in the betterment of condi¬ 
tions, whether'!ne .movement be headed 
by Democrat or Republican, he said. 
Let every one take part in the new 
movement for righteousness, urged the 
speaker, for to remain silent is as bad 
as to obstruct. Silence was the sin of 
Pontius Pilate, and no character of 
history is more tainted with weakness 
and selfishness than that of Pilate. Pi¬ 
late did not wish the crucifixion of the 
Savior, and yet lie permitted his wish 
for ease to lead him to the murder of 
Christ. Those who do not stand and 
speak for the movement toward moral 
and spiritual reform stand in the same 
light with Pontius Pilate. 

"Let us not." said Dr. Jones, "be ob¬ 
servers of empty forms and ceremonies. 
Rather than connive at the breaking of 
one law, let the statute book be burned. 
It were better that the Judge be mur¬ 
dered on hts bench than that he accept a 
bribe. Anarchy would be better than 
a state of graft," said the speaker, "or 
that the Mayor or the Council should 
wink at a dishonest act." 

Dr. Jones appealed to his hearers to 
aw'ake to the realization of their civic 
duties, and spoke with glowing hope of 
the revival soon to be commenced. 
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has supplanted the parlor, which was 
never the tram ping-ground for every¬ 
body, though It may have possessed 
all the features of the modern living- 
room. Children studied their leasona 
for to-morrow in the sitting-room, the 
father smoked a pipe there, and the 
mother did her mending. Intimate 
acquaintances ran in, and dropped 
down in the Boston rockers. Grand¬ 
mamma had her special oomer. The 
bachelor uncle whittled a boat for the 
small boy. and nobody minded that thi 
shavings and chips fell on the clean 
hearth. 

You may do ail in the living-room 
that you once did in the sitting-room, 
but again, you may not. It depends 
on the ideals and standards of the 
mistress of th£ house. If she is of 
the anxious variety an'd Is bothered by 
trifles?, you will then have lost the free¬ 
dom of the old sitting-room, and gain¬ 
ed little by the new living-room. A 
room to look at, to wear good clothes 
to, to have fun In is of little practical 
value to a family where there are 
growing boys and girls. 

• • • 

I still cling to the parlor, to the thing 
and to the name. The latter carries 
with it a suggestion of leisure; It Js 
the back ground for conversation, not 
the arena for drudgery. The parlor 
is a place of neatness, of order and of 
retirement, of withdrawal from C 3 re 
and immunity from labor. I have seen 
the man. tired, and tempted and wor¬ 
ried with the Incertitudes of business, 
quietly stepping into the parlor and 
closing the door. In the twilight or the 
early dawn. He went there as Into his 
closet, to commune with the unseen 
Friend who could give him strength 
for the day and the ta«rk. The moth er 
went there, too, now and then to pray, 
w'hen the baby was ill. or Ihe boy 
was going wrong. 

Into the parlor, twice or thrice a day. 
the little daughter went to practice. 
The blinds were thrown open, the light 
fell on the keys— 

Fonr and twen:y black slaves* 

Four und twenty whits, 
and the little fingers touched them, 
while the little voice counted one, two. 
| three, four. five. 

When grand folk came there w*as the 
parlor, and they could sit In state un¬ 
til the lady, who had hastily changed 
her gown, oame floating In with out¬ 
stretched hand. In her silk raiment and 
her company smile. You need not 
sneer. A company smile 19 like a 
queen’s crown, the proper accompani¬ 
ment of ceremonial occasions. It does 
not suit a mere living-room. It does 
harmonize with a parlor. 

For my part I like to have one room 
In the house set apart from common 
uses to sacred functions. I like that 
"beauty should go beautifully." My

PASTOR SAYS HE WILL STAY. 


As a result of the congregational 
meeting held yesterday by the mem¬ 
bers of the Warren Memorial church, 
the pastor, the Rev. Peyton H. Hoge. 
nlll not present to the Presbytery his 
resignation, which was offered at the 
services a week ago. The congregation, 
by a vote of 143 to 43, yesterday adopt¬ 
ed a resolution expressing the utmost 
confidence in Dr. Hoge, and requested 
him to withdraw his letter of resigna¬ 
tion. Dr. Hoge was notified of the ac¬ 
tion of the congregation, and will allow 
the question to rest in abeyant for 
the present at least. 

opposition to Dr. Hoge develop¬ 
ed during the meeting, but this is i*Ud 
to be only the opposition which Is al¬ 
ways found In any church. The minor¬ 
ity, which eeerred to favor the accept¬ 
ance of the resignation, offered a reso¬ 
lution that the question of the accept¬ 
ance of the resignation be left in abey¬ 
ance until June 1 . but later, by general 
oorteent and without discussion, the 
time limit fixed In the resolution was 
stricken out ami the resolution was 
adopted without it. 

The meeting of the congregation was 
a full one. hut many of those present 
did not cast their votes. The general 
tone of the meeting waa in favor of re¬ 
taining Dr. Hogv, and the result show¬ 
ed. it is paid by the elders, that the con¬ 
gregation has every confidence In Dr. 
Hoge, and will support him fully in the 
work which he is trying to carry on in 
Louisville. The request that he with¬ 
draw* his resignation and not present it 
to the Presbytery practically carries 
with it a pledge that the members of 
the church will show greater zeal in the 
work of the church and will give the 
pastor the active support which he has 
felt was lacking. It also disposes. It is 
said, of the question of church finances, 
and the church will not be hampered In 
any way by lack of money and con¬ 
tributions. 

• • • 

Dr. Hoge Leaves. 


After the regular morning services in 
the church yesterday, when Dr. Hoge 
had finished his sermon, the congrega¬ 
tional meeting was called, the Rev. Dr. 
E. L. Warren presiding. Dr. Hoge left 
the church, retiring to his study, so ns 
to leave the numbers of the church 
free to discus* all phases of the ques¬ 
tion. 

Dr. Warren explained the object of 
the meeting and called for any remarks 
that any number might care to make.

Many of those who voted 
against the adoption of the resolution 
did so because they thought Dr. Huge 
desired to be released, and that In view* 
of this they should permit him to sev¬ 
er his connection with th« church. 

Dr. Dosker notified Dr. Hoge of the 
result of the vote and the congrega¬ 
tion was dismissed. 

"The result will be beneficial to the 
church and will result in increased ac¬ 
tivity and interest." said Mr. McPher¬ 
son yesterday afternoon. "It will have 
the effect of clearing the atmosphere, 
as It were, and will stimulate the 
church members to better attendance 
and a more concerted and united effort 
to promote the best Interest* of the 
church. The sentiment of all those who 
talked at all was all in favor of the 
adoption of the resolution of confidence 
and there was not even an Intimation 
of any kind, except by a small vote 
against the resolution, that any opposi¬ 
tion to Dr. Hoge withdrawing his resig¬ 
nation exist* in the church. The ques¬ 
tion was referred to the congregation 
by Dr. Hoge. and he has been given an 
expression of good feeling and confi¬ 
dence.

Notei Kentucky Turfman Quits Betting On Horses and 
Says It Is a Losing Proposition.

OHN E. MADDKX. on h\* own ad¬ 
mission, has made 81,000,000 out of 
the race horse bulness, of which not 
a cent came from the betting ring. 
In th© padducK. while dismissing the 
trend of affairs of the turf with R. W. 
Walden and other supporters of the met¬ 
ropolitan turf the great wizard of the 
Hluegrass State made this assertion, 
Madden further affirmed hL belief In the 
utter futility of an endeavor to heat the 
mces. says an Eastern exchange 

Mndden was quite a bettor last year, 
as mnnv of the “Meta” will gladly at¬ 
test Several of the big bookmakers beat 
Madden on the season, and they are only 
too willing to boast of the fact, and in¬ 
cidentally displayed as much pride over 
the achievement as would a Sioux over 
the taking of a rival tribesman’s scalp, 
for Madden is a real wise man when it 
comes to getting aboard the right end of 
a hots© race, and to defeat him means 
the vanquish men* of a man at his own 
game. 60 think even the most adventur¬ 
ous layers of odds. 

Yet the spectacle of the man who Is 
accredited with pre-eminence in the rac. 
lng Industry coming to the fore with the 
declaration that he la 81,000,960 ahead of 
th* game, and that he did not make It 
betting. Is afforded to-day. This Is a 
chilling fact to Hip antetit race players, 
but It is nevertheless true. Madden says 
there is too much of a percentage In favor 
of flu* bookmaker nowodays for any man 
to b<at the races. I^ast season Madden 1 
lost something like $30,000. while he did 
not do better than break even the year* 
before. This season Jules Garstm, hr 
commissioner, hao not carried a commis- * 


slon of any 'account to the ring 

'Hie great horseman believes there is 
very little to the so-called art of handi¬ 
capping a horse m active training, when 
a Iny-ofT of but three days through bad 
weather will send a finely-drawn race 
horse back in hi* form many pounds. 
Then ther** Is the luck of the race, such 
as the start, the Judgment of the rider 
and the position which the mere circum¬ 
stances of the contest allot one’s horse In 
a clofely-contoetod race. This all weighs 
more in the final result than all the boast¬ 
ed rises and form In the world. These 
conditions, according to Mudder., place the 
ground player in a hopeless position. 

“All the bookmaker has to d<« 'm to s:t 
still and tnk- the money. Ho will get 
It In tht long run If h*? has patience to 
stick ua long aa the play comes to him.” 
8 uys Madden. 

“I am done with the betting end of the 
sport,’’ declares the wizard. 

All of this w’lll be Interesting to the 
system operators and the hundreds of 
Independent players who imagine they can 
heat the “ponies** with something othor 
than a whip. 

Madden’s property In Kentucky Is now 
worth close to $** 00 , 000 . an j he has quit.- as 
much a* this Involved on the turf. Twen¬ 
ty-two yours ago Madden was ,-ampalgn. 
lng a small trotting string through the 
Kentucky and Ohio circuits for 150 per 
week and a percentage of his winnings 
*Jhen he turned his attention to th.* run¬ 
ning turf. IJe made money mostly in 
selling and breeding hlgh-cJaes horses, but 
never so much ns the year succeeding 
the season In which hi* Yankee won the 
Futurity. He sold Yankee to the lut«- \V. 
C. Whitney for many thousands, and the 
next Kpring he took Clarence Mackay’s 
check for $150,000 worth of horseflesh La*t 
year It was E. R. Thomas. 

The money that Madden hns made has 
corne altogether from the breeding and 
raising of nor*©*, and to this department 
of the turf he will nllgkiusly confine his 
attention In future years. 


A NNVAL meetlrgs of both the Xa 
tional and American leagues will 
be held at New York during the 
seeond week of next month, and 
the Committee* on Rules and Schedules 
will be selected and other business trans¬ 
acted. 

Aside from the u*»ual routine buslne©* of 
a whrter baeebnll meeting, th© major 
leagues have les* to work over than in 
recent year*. Tt is true that each league 
has a wounded member to doctor up If 
possible—th© American League In Wash¬ 
ington and the National In Philadelphia— 
but these are tasks considerably less 
strenuou* than some they have faced dur- 
ItVg the frosty months. 

As th© matter now stands the National 
League Is In complete p-ejMewslon of its 
Philadelphia franchise and players, while 
th© ground lea*© and plant once owned 
by Rea^h and Rogers belong to a r» pre- 
semajtiv© of the defunct club of million¬ 
aires who backed the Phlllk®* for two 
years and quit when some $60,000 of their 
cigar money had disappeared in the at¬ 
tempt to buck the Arm-rlcan League's 
“white elephant** in th© Quaker City. 
Just what disposition will be made of the 
matter Is not disclosed, but It Is certain 
the Interests of Messrs. Hermann and 
Drey fuss, who Invested more than any 
other two men In the venture, will be pro¬ 
tected. 

The American Ijeague Is In the iK^ilon 
of holdtng a minority Interest In the 
Washington ciub and of having a lot of 
undesirable small stockh. Iders who have 
so far defied all attempts to buy thorn out 
freeze them out, or make them bear their 
rightful share of the burden. As In the 
aase of Philadelphia, the outcome Is not 
disclosed, but there will be a complete 
reorganization In both instanct*. it la be¬ 
lieved. 

Two other matters of greater general In¬ 
terest will be at least broaohfd at the 
gatherings of the major leagues. The*.- 
are what attitude should be takon regard¬ 
ing the demands of the minor le.igue* to 
modify the rvational agreement In favor 
of th© smaller clubs, and what 1 * to be 
done about putting post -season game* on 
some recognized ba^Js. 

In the matter of the minor loagu.s the 
decision is likely to b© left to the National 
Commission Itself, with s«>m© effort to 
learn the temper of the Mg league club 
owners and to secure th©lr promises > f 
support In the attempt to make th© Na¬ 
tional Commission the miprtnv,- court of 
baseball, which was o ni.empLted at the 
time of drafting the agreement.

But the old league 
was not rip© f*>r such a move two viws 
ago. consequently the American did not 
push Its suggestion*, preferring to bide 
vts time. 

There Is. therefore, ©mall doubt that

be acceptable to all. Th© roost sensible 
sugg»-wtlon yet mad** 1 * to throw the whole 
responsibility of Interlcngii© games upon 
the shoulders of the National Commls-ion 
and let Messrs. Hermitnn, Johnson and 
Pulliam arrange them and govern them.

The claim that If the strike area were 
restricted to the ©puce between the bats¬ 
man’s shoulder and hip, the pitcher would 
become more effective is not tenable. Ad¬ 
mitting for the sake of argument that the 
high ball In its variations 1* harder to 
hit than one between tht* waist and knee, 
the pitcher who would rely ypon high 
balls altogether would put himself at a 
disadvantage. The most expert and suc¬ 
cessful of the twlrlers vary the point of 
attack and the style of delivery. 

It 1* beyond dispute that the wider the 
range for a strike the harder It Is for the 
batsman to cope with the pitcher. It 1* 
true that the batsman Is often fooled by a 
fast high ball with a quick break, but not 
more effectually than by a ball at or near 
his knee. 

The shoulder and knee are the respect¬ 
ive limit* for a strike under th© present 
system and they represent the weakest 

f joints of the defense. The closer these 
knits are brought together, the less ef¬ 
fective will b© the pitching. With :i re¬ 
stricted area for a strike, the pitcher will 
be obl'ged to subordinate speed and strat¬ 
egy to control. But that will not be the 
greatest advantage the batsman will have 
If he knows that a strike will not he 
called upon him unless a pitched ball goe* 
over the plate between his hjp and shoul¬ 
der. He will set himself for a ball of that 
altitude, und meet It oftener and cleaner 
than if he were obliged to guess whether 
he would have a high or a low hall served 
to him. 

By way of Illustration. th©r© are two 
knockout point* which a pugilist guard* 
to the bs#t of his ability—the solar plexu* 
and the point of the Jaw. Jeffries hns of 
late defeated his opponent* so qnickly and 
decisively that he is without a challenge 
Suppose he were to offer to meet Corbett 
or Fitzsimmons under an agreement that 
the area for hi* attack were to begin at 
the neck and extend to the crown of th© 
head, would he be long without a match? 

Jeffries’ supremacy over pugilist* 1 * not 
more marked than that of the pitcher over 
th© batsmnn.. Th© run and base hit 
column* of the season, of 1904 show’ the 
disparity between the attack and def#Twu« 
This could be remedied bv restricting the 
strike spmea.

N ENGLISH hors© owner who Is full of turf lore and approbates the 
sport at its proper value recently delivered himself of a thrilling dis¬ 
course on trainers. toutB and tipsters. “Good horse#,” he said, “make 
good trainers, and bad horses soon give a trainer a bad name,’ after 
which he Is like a dog In the proverb—one may as well hang him. He cannot 
win a rara except Ive has the right material to work upon, and when he cannot 
win race* he Is likely to experience a difficulty In obtaining th© necessaries of 
life. There are two kinds of trainers, and they admit of a simple classifica¬ 
tion. Among the first may be Included those who understand their business 
and do pretty well with a little luck, while the others are Imperfectly In¬ 
formed and trust to luck altogether. Many "trainers would be better off If 
they did not bet. or if they backed only their own horses. It Is a fallacy to 
think that they coin money by their aptitude In preparing ’goed things.* Big 
bookmakers might tell a different story. A trainer recently defunct left 
money, and surprise was felt at the result. One critic, bolder than the rest, 
asked how he got It The answer was that It was given to him. or he would 
have died without a cent. 

“While tipsters may die in the odor of s&ncity. they rarely have any 
money. They ’do It In.’ as the saying goe*. by backing their own tips; they 
are not content with advancing their unfortunate clients, and pocketing the 
cash as quick as It comes In; and. as one of the Ilk cried in the hour of his 
supreme nngulsh—for he was s’eeplng in a loose box—‘I make my money out 
of the mugs, and I am the biggest mug of all for losing it In the same way A* 
they do.’ 

“Touts enjoy a good deal of fresh air. and If It were not cheap they 
would have to make shift with something else. They do not often see where 
a gallop begins, nor do they always know* where a gallop ends. T am a prac¬ 
tical Judge of the race horse from his cradle to the grave,’ so a tout af¬ 
firmed. ’and 1 am not afraid to put m.v money down ’.Ike a man when I have 
It.’

TO BEGIN REPAIRS 


Of Highland Railway To New Al- 
bony Knobs. 

The work of repairing and recon¬ 
structing the Highland railway, run¬ 
ning up the knobs west of New Al¬ 
bany, recently purchased by the Louis¬ 
ville and Southern Indiana Traction 
Company, will begin probably this 
week. The Tennis Construction Com¬ 
pany has established Its offices In the 
fooerhoefer block. Pearl and Market 
streets. New Albany. This company 
will have the contract for repairing 
and reconstructing the line up the 
knobs and the establishment of its 
headquarter* is an indication that 
the work will begin soon. 

The plans for the line up the knobs 
have lien completed by the engineers 
and were sent to Chicago a few days 
ago for the approval of Samuel Insull. 
president of the Louisville and South¬ 
ern Indiana Traction Company. It is 
the Intention to cross Falling Run 
ereek at the foot of Market street. New 
Albany, on a steel trestle beside the 
wagon bridge. The new line will be 
located south of the old one, and will 
connect with the road up the hill at 
the second trestle. The work will be 
pushed as rapidly as practicable, and 
It Is probable that the repairs will be 
completed and can* running on sched¬ 
ule time to the camp-meeting grounds 
on the hill top before the end of the 
present year. The Highland railway 
will cxmnect with the New Albany 
Street railway system at West Ninth 
and Market streets, and the cars may 
be operated over Ninth, Main, Bast 
Fourth and Market streets, to connect 
with the Interurban and suburban 
trains at Vincennes streets. These cars 
will be operated in ruch a manner as 
to run between the time of the Main 
and Spring-street cars, affording addi¬ 
tional accommodations for the city pas¬ 
sengers.

THIS WEEK. 


Van Daisen To Be Tried To-day and 
William 0. Vaughn On Wed¬ 
nesday. 


Several Important criminal ca*e& are 
on the dockot of the Criminal Court 
this week. Including three murder 
cases. The most notable ea*©* are 
those against William O. Vaughn and 
William Van Daisen. Vaughn is the 
six teen-year-old son of Sanford 
Vaugftin, the contractor, end shot R. 
Lee Outer at the Dream Palace Fish¬ 
ing Camp. He Is charged with man¬ 
slaughter. Judge Pryor admitting him 
to ball after hearing part of the evi¬ 
dence. 

Charles Taylor is the attorney for 
young Vaughn and confidently expects 
an acquittal for his client. Accord¬ 
ing to the evidence brou-glu out at the 
examing trial and the hearing for ball 
Vaughn, with Baxter Creasy and Fred 
Rugg. wont to the fishing camp after 
midnight with several women and on 
arriving Vaughn began to Are hi* re¬ 
volver In celebration of the Fourth of 
July. One of tlhe bullets went into t'he 
tent where Mr. Sirtt r wos sleeping and 
killed him. Vaughn’s case will be call¬ 
ed Wednesday and may (be continued, 
because Thursday 1* Thanksgiving day. 

Van Daisen killed Ms mistress’, Mrs. 
Fannie Porter, cutting her throat with 
a razor. He will be tried”to-day. After 
hJs arrest Van Daisen calmly admitted 
hi* guilt end when arraigned offered 
to plead guilty. Judge Pryor refused 
to allow him to make the plea and 
ordered a plea of not guilty entered. 
The court then appointed attorneys to 
represent the prisoner and h© wlU be 
tried. On Friday R. W. Johnson, & ne¬ 
gro who killed a companion in a brawl, 
will be tried for murder. 


THE EXPERIENCE OF THREE 
MEN IN NAPHTHA LAUNCH. 


Blown Out To Sea, But Were Res¬ 
cued Several Days Later—One 
Died of Exposure.

Kingston, Jamaica, Nov. 20.—The 
Norwegian steamer Veritas, which ar¬ 
rived here this morning from Santiago 
de Cuba, reports that on Saturday she 
rescued three men in a naphtha launch 
off Guantanamo. The men were John 
Martyn, a Jamaican; Manuel Murillo, 
a Cuban, and Seraphim Lop ex. the en¬ 
gineer of the launch, also a Cuban. 

The three men left Guantanamo Wed¬ 
nesday for a cruise along the coast. 
The machinery of the boat became de¬ 
ranged and an anchor wai dropped, 
but the chain parted during a heavy 
sea and the launch was blown to sea 
In the direction of Santiago. The men 
signaled two steamers for assistance, 
but the first failed to reply. The 
Veritas answered, however, and took 
the men on board 

Martyn died as a result of exposure 
and his body was interred here. Muril¬ 
lo is 111 from the effect* of the ordeal, 
but Lopez 1* well. The men kid no 
food for four days. Martyn had a re¬ 
volver and threatened to commit sui¬ 
cide, but w as restrained by Lopez. The 
launch was brought here.

The November term of the Clark Cir¬ 
cuit Court will be convened in Jeffer¬ 
sonville thla morning by Judge Harry 
C. Montgomery, who was elected at the 
recent election and whose sweaxing In 
last Tuesday brought about a ©cene. 
during which Judge M'axsh fined Sher¬ 
iff John S. Pernett 35,000 and threatened 
to ©end him to Jail fV>r contempt of 
court. On account of last Tuesday's 
trouble the convening of the term to¬ 
day Is looked upon with more than or¬ 
dinary InterenL 

It Is expected that Judge Montgomery' 
this morning wlU declare all actions of 
Judge Marsh, outside of signing the 
minutes for business transacted while 
he was still Judge, Illegal after the 
present court was sworn In. This will 
set aside the fine Imposed on Sheriff 
Pernett and relieve him of any respon¬ 
sibility on account of his actions The 
action will be an expunging of any 
reoord made by Judge Marsh after 12 
o'clock last Tuesday. 

Judge Montgomery Is one of oh© 
youngest Judges In Indiana, being thir¬ 
ty-four years old. He is a native of 
Jefferson vine and hi* father was Capt. 
John R. Montgomery, who was prom¬ 
inent in river circles for years before 
his death. After graduating from the 
Jeffersonville High School In 1889. Judge 
Montgomery attended DePauw Univer¬ 
sity, and after leaving there became a 
teacher In a country public school. In 
1893 he took up the study of law in the 
office of George H. Voigt, and attended 
the Louisville School of Law, gradu¬ 
ating at the head of his class In 1895. 
He was admitted to the bar In 1895 and 
the following year was elected Prose¬ 
cuting Attorney, vacating the office 
four years ago. 

Judge Montgomery said last night 
that it was not his Intention to deliver 
any address In taking his seat this 
morning, but will charge the grand 
Jury, call the criminal docket and start 
the new term without any prelimi¬ 
naries. His charge. Judge Montgom- 
eaid, would not be out of the ordinary, 
but he intends to Imp res© on the grand 
Jury that all reported violations of the 
law must be carefully looked into. 
This body la composed of the folio-w¬ 
ing resident* of Clark county. -JLnd.: 
Elmer Fout*. Washington township; 
William Oartwrlght and Claud C. Bow¬ 
er, Oregon townahip: Frank Beyl. Carr 
township; Andrew Ward. Union town¬ 
ship, and John P. Scott. Owen town-

The docket for the present term Is 
not an unusually large one and con¬ 
tains a total of 378 cases. Of these 
eighty criminal, 191 civil and eighty- 
six probate. 357 in all, are down for 
trial before Judge Montgomery. The 
other twenty-two have been assigned 
aa follow©; To Judge W. C. LTtz, one 
criminal, six civil and eight probaJte; 
to Judge P. E. Bear, six civil, and to 
Judge Jacob Herter, one probate. The 
trouble of last Tuesday originated on 
account of five of the six ca ) ses for 
Judge Bear to hear being assigned to 
him.

No important cases are on the docket 
of the Clark Circuit Court at this time, 
and of the eighty on the criminal cal¬ 
endar many of them have been con¬ 
tinued for arrest, some dating back 
for yeajrs.

The second murder case la that of 
James Maines, who met Louis Heck 
on West Maple street In Jeffersonville 
on the afternoon of Saturday.

buggy riding. Heck replied thait it 
was none of Main©*' business, and 
laughed in hi* face. Maines drew a re¬ 
volver and shot Heck, the wounded 
man dying a few days later at a hos¬ 
pital.

Clegg as soon as he could reach the 
polloe station. He is now out on bond, 
but ha* never been Indicted.

BEARS ARE IN FULL CONTROL 


IN CORN FUR THER DEPRESSION 
IS ALSO FORECAST. 


LIVE STOCK ON DOWN 1 GRADE.

* Chicago, Nev. 19.—The bears have 
been In control of the wheat market In 
the past week and their campaign has 
forced the prices for both thft Decem¬ 
ber and May options down around six 
cents. The hammering down of the 
prices began with the first eerelon of 
the week and lasted until the gong 
•topped trading to-day. Reason for 
the heaviness thus-displayed was not 
far to seek While receipts In the West 
were •bowing considerable reduction, 
the consumptive demand was yet far 
behind, so that when the visible sup- 

| ply statement wa« forthcoming It was 
found that an addin ion of 2.940.000 bush¬ 
els had been made to the bulk in the 
I previous week, which brought the total 
tip to 21.302.000 bushels, or 3.400.000 
bushels more than it wap at the corre¬ 
sponding time last year. 

However, that was not the whole 
•tory to be told of the liberality of the 
receipts and the absence of a foreign 
demand. Brad street’* riiore compre¬ 
hensive statement showed there had 
been an increase In the stocks *a*st of 
the Rockies amounting to 4.218.000 
, bushels, and such an exhibition of ex¬ 
cessive supplies in a year of alleged 
•carelty was enough to make the hold¬ 
ers of ®pt 'ulative contracts look aroun N 
and con/ Vr the possibility of their 
having . r de a mistake In <thelr calcu¬ 
lations. # 

Demand for flour was at the same 
time reported poor, and as usual when 
a change is given to the direction of 
Inquiry, other matters connected with 
the trade were found to have in them 
points of bearishness that had been for 
a time submerged while every one was 
piling on them Items of bullish infor¬ 
mation. Russia was found to b© still 
pouring forth wheat at a rate to sug¬ 
gest no home use for its crop, now that 
Its fighting men were getting their 
subsistence from the products of Man¬ 
churia, or it might be that the necessi¬ 
ties of Lhat nation compelled the peas¬ 
ants to confine themselves to the use 
of rye and sell their wheat abroad to 
the foreigners who were paying for it 
•o handsomely. 

Still another point in the Internation¬ 
al features of the trade was the favor¬ 
able progress being made by the wheat 
crop of Argentine It was also found 
l that wheat was coming here from Man. 

, ttoba. and the mere fact that any addt. 
tlon to the home supplies from that di¬ 
rection was likely was assumed to be a 
fresh reason for reconsideration of the

Excessive receipt# at the stockyards 
have forced the price# for both cattle 
and hogs down* cattle value® being off 
20 to 50 cents, and hogs showing almoa* 
equally proportionate losses.

MEETS TRAGIC DEATH. 


IN SOME LINES HAS SUPERIOR 
NATURAL ADVANTAGES. 


EVEN TERMS ON OTHERS. 


Baltimore, Nov. 20 —[Special.]—Spe¬ 
cial correspondence from Boston, in 
this week # Issw of the Manufacturers’ 
Record, a# an inspiration for the South, 
searching Into the reason# for New 
England’s Industrial growth, says: 

”It would aeem to be inevitable that 
New England can only maintain Its 
supremacy by bold and aggressive 
leadership, and where that is lack¬ 
ing a fatal defect exists. In how many 
cities, institution®, or lines there has 
been a failure to keep abreast- of the 
time# I do not know; but that such 
rases must ultimately manifest them¬ 
selves there can be no doubt. Just a# 
conspicuous Instances of enterprise 
evidence themselves without fall. A 
ca®e In point is New Bedford, once the 
center of the greatest whaling trade 
In the world. Sometimes as much as 
$10,000,000 a year was received for New 
Bedford’s whaling catch, and her fleet 
at one time numbered some 400 ships. 
In those days the New Bedford people 
frowned down on cotton manufacturing 
and a factory population. Just as an 
occasional misguided community in the 
Bouth is doing to-day It was long 
after F'all River had built up a flourish¬ 
ing cotton Industry before New Bed¬ 
ford capitalists would lfJten to any 
talk about cotton mill# for their city, 
Not till 1846 was there anything at¬ 
tempted In that line, and even after 
the famous and still leading Wamsutta 
mills were start©d there was no great 
groudh in cotton man fact urlng until 
the war. and the Introduction of kero¬ 
sene wrought havoc with the whaling 
industry’, and capital was forced Into 
other channel#. 

’’Then began in esrnest the develop¬ 
ment# of th/* cotton Industry there 
and enterprise and push have marked 
every feature of the business since. 
There are now forty-two cotton mill# 
in New- Bedford, with a capital of more 
than $20,000,000. New Bedford mill# 
have about 1,700.000 spindles—second In 
number to Fall River alone—have 32.562 
looms, employ 17.500 hands and use 
250.000 bales of cotton a year* Two 
new’ mills have recently been built 
and another one. with 60,000 spindles, 
is under way. These mills paid hist 
year dividends of all tbe way from 2 
to 16 per cent. And almost everyone 
of them is equipped with the very’ latest 
und best machinery; so that New Bed¬ 
ford ranks flr®t as a producer of fine 
and fancy cotton goods in this country 
and even stressful condition# produce 
no serious disturbances With 75,000 
population at best ther* are some $23,- 
000,000 in the saving# banks, which Is 
13.000,000 mote than Fall River savings 
banks ha/1 before the strike, with a 
claimed population of 114.000.

The South’s Opportunity. 

“I fancy New Bedford is as fine an 
example a# may be found of what hae 
been enthusiastically acclaimed a# the 
marvelous adaptability of New En¬ 
gland men to changed conditions. Just 
how much of that same spirit and abil- 
ity prevails throughout New England Is 
the question at ifsue. That it very 
widely abound# there Is ample proof in 
almost every community. That it l# 
not universal, howexer, there are nu¬ 
merous evidences. It is out of the 
question that there ia to be a disinte¬ 
gration or a general decadence of In¬ 
dustrial New England In the near fu¬ 
ture. if in a thousand year#; but that 
there Is a limit to adaptability Would 
seem to be axiomatic, and if the South 
Is prepared, through technical training, 
energy and vim. to take advantage of 
the opportunities.

Thus Westfield, a little 
town In W*Ftern Massachusetts, makes 
whips anl nothing but whips, and 
turns out about 9n per cent, of all the 
whip# mAde In the United States At 
Amesbury the whole town is devoted 
to carriage-making, and has been for 
100 years, and some of the finest car¬ 
riages In the United State® are pro¬ 
duced there Holyoke, with ire 30.000 
or more people. Is wholly devoted to 
papermaking, and here Is manufactured 
every grade of paper from the finest 
note to 'the coarsest wrapping Shirley 
has the largest suspender manufactory 
In the country, which grew from noth¬ 
ing to a plant employing 200 or 400 
hand®. Leomlster is the center of the 
•hell-goods trade of the United States, 
the whole town being devoted to tbe 
manufacture of fine comb® and toilet 
articles. 

■’The*# are mentioned simply as 
samples. The whole Ii?t of manufac¬ 
tured articles, from large machines to 
the finest tool# and fancy articles, Jew¬ 
elry, silverware ajid everything that 
con be worn. Is practically covered by 
New- England’s induatrles. and a ll«t 
of the cities and towns In which fac¬ 
tories are fooated would almost be a 
reproduction of the gazetteer. In a 
vast number of these cases nothing but 
skill and the ability to market the 
wares stands in the way of a duplica¬ 
tion of present successes anywhere In 
the country, and in some line® the 
Bouth has vastly superior natural ad¬ 
vantages.”

IRON MASTERS CAN SELL ALL 
THEY CAN MAKE. 


ANOTHER ADVANCE IN PRICE. 


Belief That Southern Furnace# Can 
Easily Dispose of All Next 
Year’# Output. 


Birmingham. Ala.. Nov. 20.-— [Special.] 
—The Southern pig iron market con¬ 
tinues very strong and active with No 
2 foundry Iron selling for $13 50 a ton. 
w hlch Is a gain of fifty cent# during the 
past week. Iron master# do not look 
for a further material rise until after 
the holiday®, though they say that Iron 
mgy reach $14 before the holiday season 
fairly set® in. The demand at this time 
I® for Iron for next year’s delivery, but 
furnace men are not inclined to sell 
any large amount for future delivery, 
as they reel confident that iron will be 
much higher next year, and that the 
rise will come early In the year. 

It is Judged from the Inquiries that 
©onsumerr wifi need large quantities of 
metA 1 - year, due to increased build¬ 
ing * ._tlons and the large number of 
new railroad#, the construction of 
which 1# in prospect. Furnace men ex¬ 
press the view' that there Is no danger 
whatever of overproduction. In fact, 
they believe that every poOnd of iron 
they can make during the next twelve 
months will find a ready market. They 
feel ®ure tha*t the boom now on will 
extend at least over that period of 
time. 

Meanwhile, production Is being con¬ 
stantly increased. The Tennessee Coal, 
Iron and Rati road Company ha® re¬ 
cently put in another furnace at Besse¬ 
mer. making seven stacks now at work 
at that place. Two other® are being 
prepared for the torch The Republic 
Iron and Steel Company will have an 
additional furnace at work at Thomas 
in the near future. The Sloss-Sheffield 
Steel and Iron Company Is hastening 
work on Its last idle furnace and the 
Woodward Iron Company’# new fur¬ 
nace at Woodward Is nearing comple¬ 
tion. 

The outlook l# that by February the 
production of pig iron in this district 
wdll have been increased something like 
20 per cent., provided no difficulty I? 
encountered in securing raw material. 
The increase would have gone forward 
much more rapidly, but for the raw 
material question, the strike of the 
union miners at the mines of five of the 
big corporations never having been de¬ 
clared off. However, the product of 
the mines is steadily growing due to the 
employment of nonunion heir* and 
operators take a most hopeful view of 
the outlook.

Advices from the 
Texas regions are not encouraging, ou- 
ing to the rapid decline In the produc¬ 
tion. The Louisiana districts nre the 
mecca of th* Southwest oil fields. New 
capita! from Michigan and Ohio l# go¬ 
ing Into Kentucky and Tenn*ssee for 
development#, and thi# I# only a #taj*t 
for that country to what will be done 
In the future.

Lawrence Herman Bell, for thirty- 
three years the owner and editor of 
the CatholJx? Advocate, a leading au¬ 
thority In Catholic matters of the coun¬ 
try. and a veteran of the Civil War, 
died at 1 o’clock ytsjLerduy afternoon 
at the home olf his son, J. Walter Bell. 
210 West St. Catherine street. He was 
forced to retire fpjm active life three 
years ago on account of poor health 
and was ill for three months, preceding 
his deaitih, which was caused by cancer 
of the lip. 

Mr. Bell was born In Memphis. Tenn. 
May 25.1845. Whew sixteen years of 
age he enlisted In the army of the Con¬ 
federacy and served under Gen. Forrest 
for two years. Near the close of the 
second year of the war he was taken 
prisoner and iwas confined in a Federal 
prison until peace was declared. He 
talked little of his prison experience. 

After tihe v-ar Mr. Bell decided to 
come to Kentucky, and in 1868 he re¬ 
moved to Louisville. He ha-l been here 
one year when he established the Oath- 
olic Advocate, When the paper was 
first published the two assoc ate editors 
were Benjamin Webb and Father 
Spalding, who has since become the 
Bishop of Peoria, Many men who have 
gained prominence were associated 
with Mr. Bell at wxrdous times In the 
publication of the paper.

Homely, ugly, without beauty of any 
kind, yet serving a purpose and serv¬ 
ing this purpose so well that no sub¬ 
stitute can be found which will per¬ 
form the syrne task as well, the Irish 
potato, that protector of the hungry 
and standby of the poor. Is still 
better than any penholder which cap 
be devised by the Ingenuity of man. 
It Is used, not only by the small coun¬ 
try hotel, but also by the most fashion¬ 
able and costly in the cities. It Is 
simply plain potato, too. In all places. 
No attempt Is made to disguise Its ap¬ 
pearance. In the Galt House and in 
Seelbach’s Hotel the pntAto Is the main 
reliance. The Louisville hotels all use 
them, and the bill at the end of the 
year for potatoes which are used fur 
this simple purpose is not small. 

Just who discovered that the Irish 
potato is the best peri receiver w^hlch 
can be found Is not known. The man 
remains unfamed and his name Is not 
written on the long list of American 1 
Inventors. But he deserves something. [ 
Some historian, delving Into the past I 
and endeavoring to dig up lost events 
of the past which ore important In the 
present, should find the name of the 


tato and found that ft would cleanse 
and preserve the pen w ithout attaching 
to it small fibers which would smear 
the ink if the pen was put to use. 

Louisville hotels have been using the 
, Irish potato for years .and they still 
use them. On the desk hi each office 
Is a large potato and In it is a bristling 
array of penholders, the points stuck 
deep Into the Inky sides of the tuber. 
Many substitutes have been tried, but 
all of them have been found wanting, 
and the potato rules supreme. At Seel- 
bach's Hotel recently a new desk stand 
was bought. It had an arrangement 
for holding the pens, but a few* days* 
trial soon convinced the clerks that it 
was no good. The steward was called 
up. a potato was hurried to the front 
office and was soon occupying the place 
of Its aristocratic substitute. 

"There is a peculiar acid In the po¬ 
tato which neutralizes the Ink on the 
pens and prevents them from rusting.” 
explained H. M. Secor, of Seelbach’s 
Hotel, "and that is one of the main 
reasons for using them. They keep the 
pens clean, too. and there Is nothing 
hanging to the pen when It is drawn 
out. It is the best thing w*e can find, 
and I suppose the potato will be used

The chrysanthemum supply in Louis¬ 
ville Just at present Is more abundant 
and the blossoms are larger and better 
than they have ever been. The florists 
are all making great preparations for 
the rush that will be made on their 
stocks next Thursday. The hothouses 
an* full: the shops will be one mass of 
color, and ’hey will be objects of beau¬ 
ty. The largest blossoms which have 
been grown will be on hand, and the 
Mowers which have puesed and gone 
will not equal the immense blossoms 
which will be seen at the High School- 
Manual game Thursday afternoon. 

The chrysanthemum season is Just at 


its height In Louisville now, and all 
the florists have the finest lot they 
have ever grown. The earlier varieties 
which have made their apj>earance In 
public and been relegated to the rear 
were good, but they are not In it with 
the present lot which is now bttng 
grown. 

The largest blossoms are of the Jap¬ 
anese variety, and some of them will 
measure ten inches in diameter. These 
fine flowers are $3 a dozen, which Is 
not high when one considers how* much 
of a show one dozen will make. The 
prices for the smaller on-** are low**»r, 
and fome con be bought for $l.5i) a dosen 
and even less, although the better ones 
will bring good prices. The supply is 
Aever larger than the demand, and 
this keeps the price up. 

Louisville did not have a chrysanthe¬ 
mum show this year, and thus missed 
seeing many of the latest and best va¬ 
rieties of the flower. The local florins 
found that the show did not pay, so 
they let it go by for one year, hoping 
•they might have it again next year. ; 
Some few new varieties were grown j 
by 2he florists here, but the regular 
yellow' and while are still ih-* popular 
ones and will be moot generally rais:d,

NIGHT OWL LUNCH STANDS 

ARE GROWING IN NUMBER. 


Visitors Remark On the Number of Men Who Sell Sau¬ 
sages and Hot Tamales On the Streets. 


"Af» n poR.s^ssor of 'night-owl lunch 
stands’ Louisville is certainly a record- 
breaker.” said a traveling man. who 
has visited nearly every city of impor¬ 
tance In the United States. "Not only 
is each corner ln the central part of 
the cl tv In which the ‘night owls* run 
Inhabited by one of the stands, but on 
the streets are many wt nerwurat and 
hot t a male men. They «.d do a good 
business, loo. from what 1 have seen 
during the past week." 

The placing of "owt" cars in any city 
Is always a signal for the appearance 
of the "night-owl" lunch men. These 
stands are placed near the corners, 
where the prospective passenger of the 
owl" Is forced to board his car. and 
should he have a few moments to wait, 
the savory odor arising from the broil¬ 
ing "weenies" nearly always drags a 
nickel from his pocket. The stands are 
becoming more numerous with every 
night, which is probably due to the cold 
weather, and their originality of Jitruc- 
ture is as different as the calls bf the 
owners. 

Wagons, carts, cans and fixed stands 


are to be seen on every side. To a few 
of the wagons and carts horses or 
mules are hitched, and the vehicles 
are drawn up and down the street of¬ 
fering the wares for sale. A small 
charcoal fire In the front of the wagon 
serves to furnish the heat over which 
the weinerwursts are broiled, and 
few onions or pickles are always car¬ 
ried along to season the meat after It 
has been placed between the slices of 
bread. 

A few of the night-owl peddlers have 
found the use of a horse too expensive, 
however, and have been forced to re¬ 
sort to other means of propelling their 
wagons, and goats and even dogs have 
been forced Into the service. Many of 
the other night dealers cling to the old 
"weenlevurst, tamales" can. carried In 
the left hand, and a* large basket of 
buns on the right. 

"I do not mean to say Louisville is 
a city of ’rounders,’ '* continued the 
traveler. "It seems Just the opposite, 
but there are a great number of men 
who work at night, and these are the 
main patrons of these stands.”
